The stale security prosecution has la bled 10 
main charges against the four Kuwaiti defen- 
dants and said that they had carried out the 
accusation in the period from June 10, 1986 
until September 23, 1989 when they were 
apprehended. 

Among the charges they face are joining 
illegal groups and organisations that call to 
demolish through illegal ways and methods, 
the basis of the social and economic system of 
Kuwait. 

They arc charged with instigating others to 
join them and have openly but verbally ins- 
tigated and called for the overthrow of the 
present regime in Kuwait. 


The four are also accused of “planning to 


use explosives with the aim to kill people, 
spread harassment among people and 
.sabotage.” They bad also planned to kill 
unlimited number of people by plotting lo 
blast the Kuwait Airways Corporation build- 
ing. 

The state security prosecu lion also accused 
the defendants of possessing explosives and 
equipments and materials to manufacture 
them besides possessing weapons, ammuni- 
tion, guns ana bullets. 

The defendants also face charges like 
collaborating in carrying out crimes, damag- 
ing a car at the site of the explosion and 
illegally smuggling explosives.

MANILA.'May 1 1, (AP): Investigators say a bomb may 
have blown up aboard a Philippine airlines jet. causing a 
fire that killed Seven people and hurt 80 others today.

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Summit in Baghdad 


CAIRO, May 1 1 , ( Reuter): Arab leaders, disregarding a threatened boycott by 
Syria, have agreed to meet in Baghdad on May 28 to locus anger over the mass 
influx of Soviet Jews to Israel. 

The choice of the Iraqi capital also signals a show of support for President 
Saddam H ussein's weapons development programmes, which have alarmed the 
West and Israel. 

But Syrian President Hafez Ai Assad has vowed not to attend if the meeting is 
held in Iraq. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak, who paid a landmark visit to Assad only 
last week, disclosed the date and place ofthe meeting in Oman, the first stop on a 
trip which will take him to China, North Korea, the Soviet Union and Britain. 

Arab League headquarters in Tunis confirmed M ubarak’s statement and said 
Arab foreign ministers would hold a pre-summit meeting in Baghdad on May 
22. Iraq will send out official invitations next week. 

Seventeen ofthe League’s 22 members have agreed to attend an emergency 
summit. The exceptions are Syria, Morocco. Libya, Somalia and Oman. 

The announcement apparently signalled an end to a round of high-level 
_ diplomacy in which Egypt and Saudi Arabia, among others, tried to head off a 
Syrian boycott. 

Underground leaders of the Palestinian uprising said today the forthcoming 
Arab summit should confront US Middle East policy and Soviet Jewish 
immigration to Israel. 

In its latest regular leaflet, the unified leadership of the uprising said the 
summit was urgently needed to confront “hostile American policy and cons- 
piracies against Iraq as weii as the vicious settlement drive ... represented by 
Soviet Jewish immigration to our occupied land.” 

Arab leaders hope to forge a common front at the summit and send a strong 
signal to Washington and Moscow over the influx of Soviet Jews to Israel but 
inter-Arab feuds could blunt its impact.

TEHRAN. May 11. (UPI): Irah'uL 
Foreign Minister Alt Akbar Velayaflr 
said today Tehran was considering': 
favourably a Soviet proposal for 
three-way discussions in Moscow 
aimed at establishing a lasting peace 
between Iran and Iraq. 

In remarks broadcast on Tehran 
radio early today. Veiayari said: “We 
are considering the Russian plan 
favourably, but we seek additional 
explanations from the Russian side.” 

Velayati was referring to a 
proposal from Soviet Foreign Mini- 
ster Eduard Shevardnadze for three- 
way discussions in Moscow aimed at 
establishing a lasting peace between 
Iran and Iraq. 

Shevardnadze's proposals were: 
handed to Velayati by Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Vladimir Petrov- 
sky who ended, a two-day visit to 
Tehran today. 

I ran has not disclosed details of the 
Soviet proposals, but reports in the 
Tehran media said Shevardnadze 
invited Iran and Iraq to hold peace 
talks in Moscow under Soviet ausp- 
ices. The Kremlin has friendly rela- 
tions with both countries. 

Velayati said: “A positive move 
from any party, whether it is the 
Soviet Union, the United Nations, or 
even from Iraq, that may help in 
implementing (UN Security Coun- 
cil) Resolution 598, will be wel- 
comed." 

He was referring to the UN resolu- 
tion which led to the August 1988 
ceasefire between Iran and Iraq, after

rlier this week, Iranian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Mohammad Ali 
Besharan said: “Iran is ready to carry 
out direct talks with Iraq under the 
supervision of the United Nations, 
provided the points of dispute are set 
out prior to the talks." 

Iran disclosed last week that it had 
received a letter from Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein proposing direct 
discussions between the two coun- 
tries aimed at establishing a lasting 
peace. 

The letter was handed to Velayati 
during his visit to New York last 
month to address the UN General 
Assembly. 

After VeiayalTs return to Tehran, 
Saddam's proposals were discussed 
at a meeting of Iran’s National 
Security Council, but details or the 
letter were not disclosed, apart from 
the Iraqi president’s proposal for 
direct talks. 

President AU Akbar Rafsanjani 
said cautiously on Wednesday that 
be saw “some signs" of good inten- 
tion from Iraq. He has also written to 
Syrian President Hafez Ai Assad 
about the Iraqi message, which was 
received at least 10 days ago. 

Velayati refused to discuss the let- 
ter on an Iranian television 
programme yesterday but said 
Tehran would welcome any proposal 
which promoted peace. 

Iraq has apparently suspended its 
media attacks against Iran amid 
reports that the Iranian leadership is 
giving serious consideration to a let- 
ter from Saddam offering a new 
peace formula to end the Gulf war, 
diplomats in Baghdad said. 

An Asian diplomat noted that the 
government-run media has stopped 
us daily barrage of abuse and attacks 
against Iran for its failure to sign a 
peace treaty with Iraq.

KARACHI. May 11. (Reuter): Pakistan's opposition 
leader called yesterday for the resignation of Prime Mini- 
ster Benazir Bhutto’s 17-month-old government because 
of the “fast deteriorating law and order situation.” 

The government ordered curfews on parts ofthe coun- 
try's biggest city. Karachi, after 16 people were killed in 
three days of ethnic violence. 

Troops in battkdress patrolled three curfew-bound 
districts of eastern Karachi where rival ethnic groups had 


fought gun battles, witnesses said. 

Ghulam Mustafa Jatoi, opposition leader in the

Benazir's government had failed, adding: “It should now 
leave.” 

Police said the dashes between Mohajir immigrants 
from India and Pash tuns and Punjabis from northern 
Pakistan erupted on Tuesday.

NEW YORK. May 1 1, (Agencies): A bank official said on Wednesday 
that after a court order froze the assets of Ferdinand and Imelda 
Marcos. Saudi businessman Adnan Khashoggj claimed ownership of a 
Wall Street building the Marcoses allegedly purchased. 
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John Sanderson, a Citibank vice-president, said the representation 
was made by an associate of Khasboggi’s during a discussion in the 
summer of 1986 about a $39-million Citibank loar that had been 
secured by the skyscraper at 40 Wall St. 

Sanderson's testimony 
addressed the prosecution's 
allegations that Khashoggi 
assumed ownership of four New 
York buildings held by the Mar- 
coses after a March 1986 injunc- 
tion prohibited any transfer of 
their properties. 

Khashoggi. who is charged 
with mail fraud and obstruction 
of justice, is on trial in US district 
court with Imelda. 

She is accused of helping her 
husband, the late Philippine 
president, loot their nation's 
treasury of more than S220 
million and use Lhe money to 
support lavish living and buy the 
four buildings secretly. 

Imelda, 60. also is charged 
with defrauding more than SI 65 
million in loans, including the 
Citibank loan, from banking ins- 
titutions to finance the real 
estate. 

She has pleaded innocent to 
charges of racketeering, rack- 
eteering conspiracy, mail fraud 
and obstruction of justice. 

Sanderson said his initial deal- 
ings concerning the loan were 
with Gliceria Tan toco, a close 
friend of Imelda. Mrs Tantoco, 
the owner of Ruslan’s Depart- 
ment Store in Manila, also was 
charged in the indictment but is a 
fugitive. 

Sanderson testified that he had 
at least two meetings with Mrs 
Tantoco in 1984 and 1985 about 
problems with the building's 
management. 

In July 1986, he learned that 
the management company was 
$2 million behind in city real 
estate taxes and because any city 
claim would come before 
Citibank's Sanderson said.

Alex Capitulo, 33. provincial com- 
mander of the communist-led New 
People's Army (NPA), was captured 
on Wednesday as he emerged from a 
beer-d risking party at a resta uran t m 
the nearby town of Guagua, the 
military said. 

Li Col Efren Fernandez, Pain- 
Fan ga province constabulary com- 
mander, said Capitulo was armed 
with a grenade, but did not resist. 

Fernandez said Capitulo had been 
wanted for 16 murder and kidnap- 
ping cases, including the ambush 
slaying on Sept 26 of William Thom- 
pson, 34, and Donald Buchner. 44. 

Thompson and Buchner, both 
employees or Ford Aerospace under 
contract with the defence depart- 
ment, were killed in an ambush while 
driving home outside the US Camp 
O’DonnelJ communications station 
in Tarlac province 70 miles ( 1 12km) 
north of Manila. 

Fernandez said Capitulo admitted 
he led the group of 30 rebels riding on 
two trucks that waylaid the two 
Americans. The ambush coincided 
with the visit of US Vice-President 
Dan Quayle.

MEXICO CITY. May II. 
(Reiner): Latin American drug 
runners, smarting from a series of 
painful blows, are beefing up 
their arsenals with military 
equipment that could take the 
drug war to unprecedented levels 
of violence. 

A string of weapons seizures in 
the past few months has pointed 
to a sharply increased flow of 
weapons — from assault rifles 
and grenade launchers to anti- 
aircraft missiles — to drug traf- 
fickers in Mexico. Colombia. 
Peru and Bolivia. 

“Forget the cops-and-rob- 
bers, Bonnie-and-CIyde stuff.” 
said a Latin American anti-nar- 
cotics official. “We are not talk- 
ing about Uzis or Heckler Koch 
(machine pistols). What's com- 
ing in (to Latin America) is 
equipment fit to light armies.” 

The trend towards more 
potent weapons was thrown into 
sharp focus this week with the 
arrest in Florida of two Colom- 
bians for trying to buy more than 
100 Stingers, the shoulder-fired 
anti-aircraft missile that turned 
the tide of war in Afghanistan 
against the Russians. 

US officials believe the two 
worked for Pablo Escobar, 
reputed chief of the Medellin car- 
tel that has been shipping tonnes 
of cocaine to the United States 
for years. 

Colombia’s drug con- 
glomerates have suffered major 
setbacks since President Virgillo 
Bar co declared war on them last 
August. Since then. Colombian 
army special forces and police 
have killed one of the leaders of 
the Medellin cartel, Gonzalo 
Rodriguez Gacha and seized 
more than 1 5 tonnes of cocaine. 

Mexico has scored similar suc- 
cesses and the governments of 
Peru and Bolivia also stepped up 
operations against the drug 
lords. 

But throughout the contin- 
ent's drug-producing countries, 
traffickers appear to be prepar- 
ing to fight back with weapons 
that match or surpass those of 
their adversaries. 

In Washington, officials of the 
Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion (DEA) are watching the 
increased flood of weapons to the 
drug lords with concern. 

“We are aware of the situation 
and we are concerned." Charles 
Gutensohn, chief of the DEA's 
cocaine investigations unit, told 
Reuters in a telephone interview. 
“The case of the Stingers was just 
an indication of the overall 
problem.” 

■ Colombian authorities arres- 
ted Thursday an attorney Guido 
Parra who had carried messages 
from the Medellin drug cartel to 
the govenmeni. It was part of a 
stepped-up campaign against the 
traffickers prior to presidential 
elections. 

■ Soldiers discovered a sophis- 
ticated cocaine laboratory when 
they descended into a man-made 
cavern on property allegedly 
belonging to the Medellin cartel, 
the army said yesterday in 
BogoLa. 

An army communique said 
that 2.046 pounds (930 kilogram- 
mes) of cocaine were found late 
Wednesday in the laboratory, 
built 32 feet ( 10 metres) under a 
farm near the town of Doradal.

ST LOUIS, May 1 1 . (AP): One breath 
was all it look to reduce Robert Boett- 
cher from a hard-woking fanner to a 
teary-eyed, wheezing man. 

Boettcher, doctors say, suffers from 
a recently recognised environmental 
disease that often is misdiagnosed as 
allergies or asthma. 

The 51 -year-old fanner is no longer 
an active ouldoorsman. He describes 
himself as a “ kitchen fanner” who wat- 
ches from the window as hired hands 
work the 150 acres (60 hectares) his 
father taught him to care for. 

On some nights, the 6-foot-4 (1.93- 
meire). 174-pound (79-kilo) Boettcher 


finds his only rest while lying on the 
cool concrete of his basement floor. 
Because his lungs “feel like they're on 
fire.’’ he relies on inhalers and pills to 
stop the wheezing that robs him of 
sleep. 

Cooking fumes, changes in humidity 
or temperature, air fresheners and even 
dust can trigger attacks that leave him 
gasping, unable to complete a sentence 
or take a sip of tea. 

Boettcher was stricken a little more 
than two years ago as he was trucking a 
toad of produce on a warm Sunday 
night. As he crossed a bridge over the 
Mississippi river, his truck passed 


through a cloud of toxic fumes from an 
explosion and leak at a chemical plant. 

“It filled the cab of the truck before I 
could roll up the window," he said. 

He struggled to the gate of the plant 
and was taken to a hospital. 

“When I saw him in the emergency 
room he was primarily having visual 
problems,’' said Peter G, Tuteur of the 
Washington University school of 
medicine. “Then the respiratory ail- 
ments became worse and turned into a 
major lifestyle-changing problem.” 
Tuleur and Dr John Mitchell have 
since studied more than 20 cases similar 
to Boettcher's and have found a 


category of chronic airway disease 
called reactive airway dysfunction syn- 
drome, or Rads. 

The doctors recently reported their 
findings to the World Congress on Dis- 
eases of the chest and the 55 th annual 
assembly of chest physicians in Boston. 

“If you look at the textbooks and 
previous literature, you get the sense 
that people who are exposed to toxic 
fumes become extremely 31 rather sud- 
denly, go into intensive, care and either 
recover or die.” Tuteur said. 

“But that’s not true. What we are 
finding is a group of patients not so 
heavily exposed, none of whom needed 


to be hospitalised acutely, but all of 
whom have experienced chronic 
problems for years.” 

But it's hard to find people to test for 
the affliction. Turner said. 

“Tests show that their airways do 
constrict when they snifT certain things 
— they’re not faking. Bui right now we 
can’t identify agroup of people who are 
at risk. Most of our patients were heal- 
thy. Most had no allergies and 35 per 
cent of them didn't smoke. There's just 
no identifiable target group.” 

The doctors said such cases often bad 
been diagnosed as adult onset asthma, 
occupational asthma or intrinsic 


asthma.

Chamorro facing workers? strike, Contras refusal to turn over arms 


MANAGUA. May 11. (AP): President Violeta 
Chamorro found her new government jeopar- 
dised on two fronts today by (he Nicaraguan 
rebels' refusal to continue surrendering their 
weapons and b> a threatened government 
workers' strike. 

The workers declared an indefinite strike 
yesterday and said they would take over govern- 
ment offices to back up demands for 200 per 
cent wage increases and to protest changes in 
the civil servire law. 

The leftist Sand in is la government had 


approved the civil service law shortly after los- 
ing Feb 25 elections and before. Chamorro was 
inaugurated April 25. It gives government 
workers the right to organise unions, bargain 
collectively, strike and enjoy other rights accor- 
ded workers in the private sector. 

Chamorro's suspension of the law allows the 
Labour Ministry to review all labour contracts 
signed with the government from Feb 25 to 
April 25. The law will be suspended until the 
new government can examine and rewrite it, 
officials said. 


Labour Minister Francisco Rosales said 
Wednesday the law “ties the hands of the new 
government in bang able to reorganise." The 
law covers workers in government offices as 
well as in state-owned enterprises such as textile 
and milk plants, banks, schools and health 
services. 

The union said the strike would involve 
“immediate takeover of installations and 
blocking of access to ministers 3nd vice mini- 
sters of the government of Chamorro." 

A check of government ministries last night 


showed none were occupied. Lino Areas, a 
federation official, said the strike would begin 
today. 

Meanwhile in Miami. US- backed rebels, 
known as Contras, accused Sandinista hoi- 
do vers in Chamorro’s administration of failing 
to live up to signed agreements and announced 
plans to stop demobilising. 

About 80 Contras turned in their weapons 
Tuesday to United Nations troops, but spokes- 
man Alejandro Acevedo said the rebels were 
stopping the process. 
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OTTAWA, May 11, (Agencies): Canada announ- 
ced yesterday it had developed a computer-based 
cancer test that can find the disease at its earliest 
stages followinga 10-minute procedure. 

“Undoubtedly it's going to save lives,” Dr Henry 
Mantsch, a scientist for the government's national 
research council said in a television interview. 

The new method, which could be ready for use in 
hospital in two years, was developed by the council 
and Dr Baal Rigas of Cornell University’ in Ithaca. 


The new system, called the WR- 
diaspec, can detect cancers in the 
earliest stages and distinguish bet- 
ween benign and malignant tumours, 
according to council documents. 

The sample size needed for the test 
is small and may be obtained by a 
needle. The whole procedure can be 
completed within 10 minutes andean 
be done by a technician after only 
brief training. 

Dr Jack Laidlaw at the Canadian 
Cancer Society said be wanted to see 
more information before calling the 
new method a major breakthrough in 
the fight against cancer. 

“I don't kpow if it's going to make 
a difference in saving someone’s 
life," he said. 

It is expected the new system will 
be muse in hospitals within two years 
and it is hoped the procedures could 
also be used in the detection of other 
diseases. 

Meanwhile, a Canadian resear- 
cher with the national research coun- 
cil has invented a revolutionary new 
method for the detection of cancer. 

Patrick Wong, a physicist- 
chemist, has developed the new 
diagonistic method he calls 
molecular spectroscopy. It will 
eliminate false diagnosis, make them 
cheaper and simpler and above all 
provide them earlier than current 
tests, thus giving patients more time 
to fight the disease. 

“To our knowledge, the national 
researcher council is the only body in 
the world that can perform this diag- 
nosis,” said Wong. 

To get a sample of suspected sur- 
gical procedure called a biopsy. But 
Wong's technique requires only a 
needle to withdraw a sample. The 
sample is then pressurised and placed 
into the molecular spectromcirc. 
developed jointly by the National 
Council and Bomem Inc., a Quebec- 
city company. 

The machine has 20 different ways 
of determining whether a cell is can- 
cerous or not. One of them is the 
observation of the vibration of 
molecules. Healthy cells vibrate dif- 
ferently from cancer cells. Another 
way is to observe the structure of cdls 
since “membranes are packed tigh- 
ter” in cancerous cells.

The difference decreased with age

While some of the dreams had 
a nightmare quality, others were 
exaltingly beautiful, such as the 
one concerning thedirector m an 
imaginary encounter with Van 
Gogh, played by a bearded Mar- 
tin Scorsese. 

The film is both touching and 
humorous, as the Kurosawa 
character, played by Akira 
Terao, encounters Scorsese’s 
Van Gogh in blindingly sunny 
fields. 

“I had a beard for 16 years, but 
now I can feel the breeze,” said 
clean-shaven Scorsese at the 
press conference, who also 
admitted he had never walked in 
a wheat field before. 

“Pm agreat admirer of Kuros- 
awa,” said Scorsese, who added 
that as a director he felt 
privileged to be on the other side 
of the camera for a change. 

While artist Kurosawa was the 
real star of. the film with its sen- 
sational coiottrs and ^special: 
effects frompeach orchards to a. 
mountain erupting in a nuclear 
holocaust, Akira Terao was lau- 
ded for his interpretation of a 
younger Kurosawa throughout 
the mm. 

“1 was trembling at doing the 
different parts," he said. “But 
Kurosawa told me to just, ‘be 
natural’, and then I felt better. 
While being natural is difficult, it 
gave me reassurance nonethe- 
less.” 

Kurosawa, who fielded ques- 
tions about his film with aplomb, 
came off as cool, smart and 
modest. 

“I think none of my many 
films has more than two or three 
moments of pure cinema.” said 
the director of “The Seven 
Samurai” and "Ran”, and win- 
ner of a special award in this 
year's Oscar ceremony in 
Hollywood. 

“1 wanted to have more 
moments of pure and perfect cin- 
ema with ‘Dreams’, but while 1 
did my best, I don't think I got 
much more than those two or 
three moments.”

TOKYO, May 11, (AP): Prime 
Minister Toshiki Kaifu called 
yesterday fora radical revision of 
the electoral system, saying it is 
the only way to reduce the power 
of money in Japanese politics. 

“I i is clear to me that thepublic 
wants clean, easy to understand 
politics,” Kaifu said in a nation- 
ally televised news conference. ”1 
will bet the fate of my administra- 
tion on achieving this reform.” 

Kaifu endorsed the recom- 
mendations of an advisory coun- 
cil that called for changing 
Japan's system of multiple-seal 
constituencies. reducing 
politicians’ ability to raise money 
and tightening rules on reporting 
political donations. 

“Looking back on the Recruit 
influence-peddling scandal, it is 
the central theme of my adminis- 
tration to clear political distrust 
and shift elections from a race of 
individuals to one of political 
parties," he said. 

Kaifu, 59. took office last 
August after two previous prime 
ministers were forced to resign in 
quick succession over influence- 
peddling and sex scandals. 

Initially seen as a stop-gap 
prime minister because he lacked 
a power base within the govern- 
ing Liberal Democratic Party, 
Kaifu has gained public support 
with his clean image and efforts 
to ease US-Japan trade friction. 


Analysts express scepticism, 
however, over his chances of suc- 
ceeding in changing Japan’s elec- 
toral system. 

“Mr Kaifu knows very well 
about where his weaknesses and 
his strengths are,” said Takashi 
Inoguchi, a political science 
professor at Tokyo University. 
“An appeal for such reforms is 
guaranteed to boost his 
popularity which he needs to stay 
m power. 

“While some politicians are 
aware that electoral reforms are 
essential to wipe out money 
politics, it is too risky for most of 
them to accept such drastic 
reforms. When there is no 
guarantee that they can be re- 
elected under the new electoral 
system. I don't think many 
politicians are willing to accept 
such risks,” the professor said.

SEOUL, May 11, (AP): The tens of 


thousands of young people who battled 


South Korean police this week are a 
paradox: 

As university students, the idealistic, 
highly organised radicals are the pride and 
joy of a nation that equates education with 
success and prosperity. As international 
symbols of militance, they are a deep 
embarrassment in a society that values har- 
mony. 

Koreans generally sympathise with 
student protesters, though without neces- 
sarily agreeing with their opinions — 
characterised by anti-American rhetoric 
and calls for unity with North Korea — or 


violent tactics. 

On Wednesday, tens of thousands of 
students battled riot police in Seoul and 16 
other cities to demand the ouster of 
President Rob Tae-woo. 

The violence coincided with the inaugural 
convention of the newly created Democratic 
Liberal Party. Opponents contend the

None of the students are old enough to 
remember the bloody 1950-53 Korean war, 
launched by North Korea to communist the 
South, a war in which five million 
Americans served. Some of them say they 
have never talked to an American. 

The radical movement consists of both 


men and women students and is organised 
along a strict line of authority. Training 
retreats are held to indoctrinate recruits. 

At protests, women collect rocks, wave

Opposition politicians and 
radical students contend that the' 
merger was a “political coup 
d'etat” since its new strength in 
Parliament was not the result of 
an election. 

On Wednesday, 247 police 
were injured in the dashes' mtb the 
radicals, who attacked 24 police 
substations, ruling party offices 
and government bniMings, the 
authorities said. An office of the 
US Information Service Centre in 
Seoul was gutted by firebombs.

Rumours ripple Asian markets; 211 freed 


BEUING, May 1 1, (Agencies): Rumours that Chinese senior leader 
Deng Xiaoping is seriously ill or dead rippled through Asian financial 
markets today, but the Foreign Ministry denied it. 

“The so-called report is a sheer fabrication with ulterior motives,” 
the ministry said in a one-sentence statement. 

Egyptian officials travelling with visiting Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak said the President was scheduled to meet with Deng on 
Sunday morning, lending support to the Chinese denial. 

Tokyo markets did not react perceptibly but brokers in Hong Kong 


blamed the rumours for a 24.96-point drop in the Hang Seng index the 
stock markets, key indicator of blue chips. 

Deng, 85. has not been seen in public since February, when he mci 
with a delegation from Hong Kong. He stepped down in March from 
his last official post, as chairman of the government military commis- 
sion, and even before then had stopped routinely seeing visitors. 

Chinese sources say Deng, a chain smoker, suffers from cancer. He 
speaks with some difficulty and walks shakily. The government has 
refused to give details about bis health.

Argentine ambassador arrives in London 


LONDON, May II, (AP): The first Argentine 
ambassador to Britain since the Falkland islands 
warsaid today that he bdieves the two countries will 
resolve theirdifferences in coming years. 

Both countries still claim sovereignty over the 
British colony,, which the Argentines call the 
Malvinas. . 

“The Malvinas are still there but what is impor- 
tant . is that the two countries hove established

The desecration occurred twodays 
after a nation-wide telecast of a 
three-hour documentary about Nazi 
Germany and the holocaust, and on 
the night when Le Pen was special 
guest on a TV political talk show. 

Le Fen said the desecration was a 
“sham.” “This macabre staging ... 
could only have been authored by 
professional provocateurs,*" said Le 
Pen. whose extreme-right National 
Front has been accused of condoning 
anti-Semitism and other forms of 
racism. 

The interior minister said Le Pen 
himself was a “racist and 
provocateur.” 

Nobel peace prize winner EBe 
Wiesel. who left the gala dinner open- 
ing the Cannes film festival after (ear- 
ning of the desecration, said that a 
racist climate was on the rise in 
France and growing dangerous. 

“French society must now 
examine its conscience and urgen- 
tly,” he said. 

Carpeniras, with a population of 
about 26.000, is about 100 lcms (60 
miles) north of Marseille. Its mayor. 
Jean- Claude Andrieu, described it as 
a quiet town in which the Jewish 
community lived harmoniously.

The 64-page English-language newspaper, ihe European, will have an initial 
prim run of 1 million copies, selling for 50 pence (84 US cents) apiece. Hjlf in 
colour, the weekly has three sections: main news, business and sports, and a 32- 
page tabloid lifestyle and arts section, titled Elan. 

The theatre listings include what’s on from Amsterdam to Zagreb. A dummy 
edition has front page stories from Moscow. Berlin and Paris, and inside are 
congratulatory letters from, among other. Poland's Lech Walrsa and Anglo- 
French actress Charlotte Rampling. 

Actor Peter Ustinov writes a column, and the mostly British editorial staff of 
100 includes some top reporters hired away from the Sunday Times and the 
Observer, as well as contributors from the continent. 

With the crumbling of the Easi-West divide in Europe and moves toward 
closer unity of the 12-nation European Economic Community. Maxwell 
believes the European is an idea whose time has come. 

“The Europeans have ended their stupid nationalism.” he says. “We're in the 
business of uniting Europe.”

“I've taken on the role of editor-in-chief for this newspaper because the 
Europeans want to have a guarantee that this isn't just some perfidious albion 
foisting a European newspaper on the natives on the continent,” he explains to 
the London radio reporter. 

“And since I'm born in Czechoslovakia, speak a lot or European languages 
and everyone knows I'm more patriotic than the natives of this country. I’m 
virtually tailor-made for the job.” 

Maxwell, Britain's second biggest newspaper publisher after Rupert Mur- 
doch, is launching the European as pan of the Mirror group of newspapers 
which be bought in 1984. It includes the 3.89 million circulation tabloid daily 
Mirror.

Dzhanibekov, a pilot, is chief of the agency’s cosmonaut training department 
and has been in space five times. . .

The white gun lobby is highly 
influential and although the 
government Has tightened some 
controls, a ban on private 
firearmsappears unlikely. 

The neo-Nazi Afrikaner 
Weerstandsbeweging (AWB — 
Afrikaner Resistance

Asked in a radio interview if he denied that 
he was running an undeclared campaign for 
the Conservative Party leadership, Heseltine 
said: “Time and lime and time again I have 
done so. If 1 have to do it again, and you will 
have heard me do it many times bef ore, willin- 
gly for you L do so." 

Heseltine. a former defence secretary who 
quit Thatcher's cabinet in i 986 in a dispute 
over Britain's only helicopter maker, said 
many people believed the poll lax was “too 
high, unfair, or both.” 

He said it “left a lingering (celling of injus- 


tice" and should be restructured so that those 
earning more will pay more. 

The government is reviewing the way the 
tax is applied and the amount individuals 
must pay. But a Thatcher aide said it was 
firmly committed to the principle of the 
charge. 

He said Thatcher had not read Heseltine’s 
article but had been given a summary of what 
he said. “He's entitled to his’ views, it 
stimulates debate,” the aide said. 

Heseltine's article made front page news in 
most national newspapers and reopened 
debate about Thatcher's leadership, in ques- 
tion in recent monLhs as the Conservatives 
slumped in opinion polls and suffered a series 
of ballot setbacks.

The Greek left party said in a statement Mit- 
sotakis was wrong to receive De Klerk and Foreign 
Minister Pik Botha since the two men have been 
linked to the most cruel moments of apartheid.” 

It urged opponents of apartheid to gather in 
central Athens in the evening for a rally to oppose 
De Klerk's visit. 

De KJerk said after meeting French President 
Francois Mitterrand in Paris yesterday that it was 
time for the European Economic Community

“Sanctions are crumbling," the South African 
president told a news conference on the first full day 
of his nine-nation trip.

WASHINGTON, May I I,(AP)s 
Nato nations wifi have fewer 
nuclear weapons as a result of an 
alliance strategy review, US 
Defence Secretary Dick Cheney 
predicts. 

Cheney, speaking with repor- 
ters after a two-day Nato meeting 
in Canada, also left the door open 
for a unilateral withdrawal of 
aged nuclear artillery shells from 
Western Europe. 

“It’s entirely possible,” Cheney 
said. “It wouldn’t be the first time 
it’s been done." 

The defence secretary said the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisa- 
tion clearly is in the mood to pare 
its unclear arsenal in light of the 
near-evaporation of the Warsaw 
Part, prospects for Soviet troops 
withdrawals from Eastern Europe 
and East-West agreements to 
slash conventional forces. 

Given those developments, 
“yon can also take down nuclear 
forces,” Cheney told reporters 
aboard his plane retaining to 
Washington. 

“We want to go to the lowest 
level (of nuclear weapons) we can 
... we don't want any more nuclear 
weapons than necessary,” he said.

At the conference. Dutch and 
Wes* German officials pressed for 
speedy, unilateral elimination of 
the 1,600 nuclear-tipped artillery 
shells. The weapons are designed 
to be nsed within a 10- to 20-mile 
( 16- to 32-kilometre) range to halt 
an overwhelmingly advance of 
Warsaw Pact troops. 

Britain expressed reservations 
and called for holding onto some 
short-range, land-based nuclear 
weapons. 

But the United States did not 
object to the Dutch and German 
proposal, which was supported by 
other ministers, leaving it for far- 
ther study under a lengthy review 
of Nato nudear strategy. 

Cheney said the comprehensive 
review of Nato’s nuclear force 
structure wouldn't be anywhere 
near completed by the time 
alliance leaders gather for a sum- 
mit in London July 5-6. 

He said the review “is going to 
take a long time” but believed it 
“would result in an overall reduc- 
tion in nuclear weapons.” 

“We’re likely to see fewer 
nuclear weapons in Europe than in 
the past,” he said. 

Cheney appeared upbeat about 
the results of bis third Nato 
nudear planning group session, 
which was held at the snowy Kan- 
anasfcis ski resort at the foot of the 
Canadian Rockies. 

Alliance defence ministers, at 
the end of a two-day meeting of the 
Nudear Planning Group (NPG), 
said nuclear weapons would 
remain in Europe and called on the 
Soviet Union to slash its short- 
range nnclear arscnaL 

Nato Secretary-General Man- 
fred Wocrncr also told a news 

conference that the 16-nation 
alliance would reject a Soviet offer 
to delay the question of the 
military status of a united Ger- 
many while unification proceeds.

He made the remarks after a 
press showing of "A Cambridge 
Graduate.'' a film about the life 
of Harold “Kim" Philby, the 
main figure in the ring. 

British and American 
intelligence chiefs have for years 
agonised over whether there was 
a fifth member of the group, 
which included Philby, Donald 
MacLcan. Guy Burgess and 
Anthony Blunt. 

MacLcan and Burgess, also 
graduatc-sofCambridgc Univer- 
sity in the early 1930s, fled to 
Moscow in 1 95 1 after Philhy told 
them they were about to be arres- 
ted. 

Philby was retired from the 
intelligence service under heavy 
suspicion but he was officially 
exonerated after years of inter- 
mittent interrogation. He finally 
fled to Moscow in 1963 where he 
helped train other Soviet agents. 

Blum, who was a senior adv- 
iser on art to Britain's Queen 
Elizabeth II for many years, was 
publicly revealed to nave been 
pan of the ring in 1979. He died 
tn Italy in 1983. just a few weeks 
before MacLean's death in Mos- 


cow. 


A recent book by former Brit- 
ish intelligence operative Peter 
Wright said the “fifth man” had 
been Sir Roger Hollis, head of 
the MI5 counter-espionage 
service. Hollis died in 1973 and 
had once interrogated Philby. 

But successive British govern- 
ments have insisted there was no 
evidence that Hollis was part of 
the ring - which Motin said 
provided “invaluable informa- 
tion" to Moscow for two 
decades. 

The plump former spy — who 
told foreign reporters he had 
been one of PhiJby's controllers 
in Britain — refused to identify 
the fifth man. 

• Philby told Soviet authorities 
about Rudolf Hess's secret mis- 
sion to Britain three days alter It 
happened, according to the 
official news agency Tass. 

The May. 1941 flight came one

LUANDA, Angola, May II. (AP): One week after ~ 


the apparent success of initial peace talks between 
the African National Congress and the South 


African government, veteran ANC leader Nelson 
Mandela wanted President F.W. de Klerk he wan- 
ted action before considering a truce. 

In a speech ata dinner given in Mandela's honour 
yesterday by Angolan President Jose Eduardo Dos 
Samos and released today, the ANC rice president 
said he. “in no way doubted the sinecritv," of the 
government and believed De Klerk was! “serious 
and sincere.” in searching for a peaceful transition 
to majority rule. 


But. he added. “I must warn President De Klerk 
that it is not just a question of acceptine a man’s 
honesty, a man’s seriousness in searchms for a 
solution. There are some things we ourselves as well 
as the government must do to show the world thai 
w-hat w e say. we mean to do.” 

“Ifthc government drags its feet, then there is no 
question of our even Considering a ceasefire .. the 
time has come lo delisenhc goods” said Mandela. 

He reiterated demands made at Iasi week's meet- 
ing with De Klerk that in order to proceed to formal 
power-sharing talks, the government must allow 
cxjies to return to South Africa under a general 


amnesty, release all political prisoners, including 
those facing the death penally, and lift the current 
stale of emergency. 

The government has said the ANC must disavow 
the use of violence before formal talks can he held. 

Mandela, who Dc Klerk freed from jail February 
1 1 after 27 years in of a life sentence, also stressed 
that an end to white-minority rule should not lead to 
an exodus of white skilled workers or capital. 


Mandela arrived yesterday from Lusaka, Zam- 
bia, on his first trip to Angola — traditionally the 
ANC’s most prominent supporter in the region. 
Accords signed in 1 988 by Angola. Cuba and South 
Africa force the closure of at least seven major ANC 
training camps in Angola.

Rabbi Moshe Levinger, who 
brought Jewish settlers to 
Hebron just after Israel captured 
the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip in the 1967 Middle East 
war, was sentenced on May 1 to 
five months in prison for killing a 
Hebron merchant during a 1988 
stone-throwing clash. 

Also in Hebron, relatives 
buried the body of 14-year-old 
Ziyad Al Gugeeby, who died yes- 
terday of a head wound suffered 
in a clash with Israeli soldiers a 
day before, Arab reporters said.

TEL AVIV, May 11, (AP); Maj 
Gen Amram Mitzna, former 
military commander of the West 
Bank, said yesterday that an 
officer's orders to break the lknbs 
of Palestinian detainees not just 
violated army rules but were 
“blacker than black." 

“Sometimes there isa grey area 
especially as to when to stop the 
beatings, “Mitzna told a special 
army court, testifying m the trial 
of Col Yehuda Meir. “But this 
order has a black flag flying over 
it.” 

Mitzna. Meir's former com- 
manding officer, stood in full 
umTonn before three military jud- 
ges, all colonels, also in army 
dress. 

He was a prosecuting witness 
against Meir, who is charged on 
eight counts, indndliig causing 
bodily harm with mafidons intent. 

On Meir's orders, a paratroop 
batalfion arrested Palestiraans in 
two West Bank villages in Jan- 
uary 2988, took them into 
surrounding fields and beat the 
bound and gagged detainees with 
rifles and ebbs. 

At least 12 Palestinians were 
reported to have had their limbs 
broken in the two incidents. 

u We -were talking about giving 
soldiers permission to nse force to 
break op demonstrations," Mit- 
zna said. “Bat here, they took 
people from their bouses into the 
field and used force.” 

Israeli military authorities 
introduced beatings as a deter- 
ment to demonstrators a month 
after the start of the Palestinian 
uprising against Israeli rale. 

Violence was escalating and 
frustrated soldiers restricted in 
the use of gunfire complained to 
their commanders. 

Firing on the crowds was ruled 
oat as "®©ly pouring oil on the 
fire,” and beatings were 
introduced as means to disperse 
protests and control detainees, 
Mitzna said. 

Mitzna stressed, however, that 
the soldiers were repeatedly told 
that once the arrest had been 
carried out or the demo n stration 
dispersed, the beatings were to 
stop. 

“In no way were beatings to be 
used as punishment. They are to 
deter additional participation in 
demonstrations, but no beatings 
beyond what is needed,” Mitzna 
said. 

The courtroom, filled with over 
50 civilian and army spectators, 
listened to Mitzna's two-boor tes- 
timony attentively while Meir 
leaned back in his chair and passed 
notes to his wife. 

Meir, wearing dark sunglasses, 
a bine T-shirt, khaki pants and 
sneakers, ignored the photogra- 
phers and cameramen who 
surrounded him and his wife 
before the testimony began. 

A previous testimony by the 
battalion commander Lt Omri 
Kochba, said Meir told the sol- 
diers that there were new orders 
not to arrest Palestinians but to 
break their arms and legs and 
leave them n> the field. 

Kochba described the gagged 
whimpers as feet, legs and arms 
were cracked and said the bat- 
talion was humiliated. 

Mitzna said that he had discus- 
sed the use of force in several 
briefings with Meir, that army 
commander of Nabfas area, who 
had continually contested the 
limits set. 


Saddam glows 
in Arab eyes 

Morale booster 


CAl RO, May 1 1 . ( Reuter): Unaccustomed though he may be to outside 
acclaim. Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein is basking in an unprecedented 
glow of Arab admiration. 

The decision by Egypt and Saudi Arabia to throw their weight behind 
plans for an emergency Arab summit in Baghdad crowns a scries of 
electrify ing statements — quickly followed by Western howls of protest 
— that have held the Middle East spellbound. 

Undaunted by Western censure, Hussein has threatened to ''burn'* 
half of Israel if attacked, boasted of Iraq's possession of modern chemical 
arms as well as devices known as capacitors which Washington says 
could trigger nuclear warheads. 

His military industries have built long-range missiles, but Baghdad has 
scoffed at British suspicious that sections of steel pipe bound for Iraq 
were pan of a massive “doomsday gun." 

Because of the Iraqi leader's reputation for ruthless ness, his country's 
massive arras programme is widely seen in the West as a threat. 

But for many Arabs his defiance ofWesiem criticism and his brandish- 
ing of big weapons has corneas a morale booster at a time when nothing 
seems to be going right for the Arab world. 

Hismain antagonist in the region remains Syria, which has alone stood 
against what it sees as his dangerous expansionist dreams. The two 
countries have been ruled by rival wings of the pan-Arab Nationalist 
Baath Party for over 20 years. 

Seventeen of the Ara b League's 22 members have agreed to attend the 
proposed summit, but Syria's President Hafez Al Assad adamantly 
refuses to attend a meeting in Baghdad. Diplomats say a summit without 
Syria could prove a hollow victory for Arabs trying to find an elusive 
solidarity. 

Hussein, known in the Arab world as Saddam, says Arabs have every 
right to defend themselves as best they can, even ifit means breakingrules 
to match Israel's arsenal of Western state-of-the-art weapons. 

The 53-year-old strongman rallied much of the Arab world around 
him when his country and revolutionary Iran fought each other to a 
bloody standstill in their eight-year Gulf conflict. 

The West, not unhappy to see Iran's Islamic Republic cut to size, gave 
implicit support to Iraq during the war and some nations, like France, 
openly supplied Hussein with weapons. 

When the guns Tell silent in August 1988, he lost no lime in seeking to 
become the region's pre-eminent champion of Arab rights, projecting the 
ceasefire as a victory for Iraq. 

With a hundred well-drilled, combat-tested divisions at his bock. 
Hussein casts himself in the role of a latter-day Salah AJ-Din. the 
legendary warrior known in the West as Saladin who vanquished 
crusader armies in the name of Islam in the 12th century. 

Both men were bom in Tikrit. north of Baghdad. But unlike Salah Al 
Dm. the son of a general, Hussein was born into a peasant family and 
began his political career as a teenage activist agitating against a pro- 
British monarchy. 

Hussein's portraits stand tall in Baghdad streets and his 1 1 -year rule 
has brought unparalleled stability in a land where Sunni Muslim Arabs 
like him are a minority. 

He gained a new Arab platform when Iraq last year joined Egypt, 
Jordan and North Yemen in forming the Arab Co-operation Council, an 
economic and political alliance. 

Changes in the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe seem to underline 
Hussein's cherished philosophy is gradually giving way to a multipolar 
world in which regional players like Iraq can exert greater influence on 
the international stage. 

Most Arab states rallied again this year to Iraq's defence in its latest 
row with the West and although few claim a dose personal rapport with 
Hussein, many are genuinely outraged by Western criticism of Ids 
polities. 


GENEVA, May 11, (Reuter): The- 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
failed to gain membership m the 
World Health Organisation for the 
second consecutive year but it said it 
would keep trying.

But Faihi Arafat, who headed the 
PLO's delegation at the meeting, said 
his group would persevere. 

“Our right to request membership 
is a permanent one and we will 
reiterate it," the bead of the Palestin- 
ian Red Crescent and the brother of 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat said. 


The PLO, seeking international 
recognition for its self-proclaimed 
state ofPaksiine, has also been trying 
to join the Paris-based United 
Nations Education, Scientific and 
Cultural Organisation (Unesco) and 
the Food and Agriculture Organisa- 
tion (F AO jin Rome. 

The resolution, co-sponsored by 
28 countries from Europe, the Arab 
world and Africa, was adopted by 
consensus. Israel was the only dissen- 
ter. Its delegate said be wanted to 
dissociate his country from the draft 
text because it dealt with issues 
unrelated to health problems. 

US Assistant Secretary ofStatefor 

International Organisation Affairs 
John Bolton tokl delegates after the 
resolution was adopted: “It signifies 
that member governments of the 

World Health Organisation do not 
wani...to get further embroiled in 
extraneous political issues." 

He reaffirmed US belief that the 
PLO did not qualify for full member- 
ship because it did not control a terri- 
tory with legally recognised borders. 


Iran, US accord on small claims opens way for larger deal, future ties 


THE HAGUE, May 10. (Reuter): Tentative 
agreement on some 3,100 small financial claims 
between the United States and Iran allows them 10 
tackle a much more important case with far-reach- 
ing implications for their future relations. 

Tehran and Washington said they had reached a 
tentative accord undci which Iran would pay $105 
million for thousands of claims of under $250,000 by 
■Americans and the United Slates would pay 
$400,000 for 108 Iranian claims. 

The agreement cleared away a host of niggling 
cases from the Iren-US claims tribunal and enabled 
US andlranian officials to turn 10 the case known as 
B-l in which Iran claims SI 1 billion over US military 
contracts broken after the 1979 Islamic Revolution. 

A tribunal official said USState Department legal 


adviser Abraham Sofaer would meet his Iranian 
counterpart, Goudarz Eflekhar-Jaromi, in the 
Hague this month over an out-of-lribunal set- 
tlement of B-l, which involves 2,500 contracts for 
US military services and hardwares. 

TTie US never completed deliveries of much of the 
equipment ordered by Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi before he was ousted but ii says the con tracts 
were worth millions, not billions, of dollars. 

As with the lump sum agreement on small claims, 
a negotiated settlement on B-l would save both 
countries years of litigation and provide Tehran 
with cash to rebuild an economy shattered by its 
eight-year war with Iraq. 

Iran has been pressing for years for a quick 
settlement of B- 1 without draw 1 ng much enthusiasm 


from Washington. 

But with the United Slates seeking to show 
Tehran goodwill for easing the release of two 
American hostages in Lebanon last month, and 
hoping Iran will help to free six more, the tribunal 
has turned into a useful arena to signal improved 
ties. 

Sei up under a 1981 treaty which freed 52' US 
hostages in Iran to settle financial disputes arising 
from the Iranian revolution, it is the only forum 
where the two countries hold official bilateral con- 
laci. . . . 

About $2.2 billion has so far changed hands in the 
tribunal and B- 1 is the largest claim before it. 

“The tribunal is the only arena where the United 
Slates can justifiably show goodwill without seem- 


ing to be negotiating for the release of hostages, 
because lawyers have been dealing with these cases 
for years," said one diplomatic analyst. 

Sofaer is leaving his post in Mid-June and 
President George Bush’s administration could dis- 
tance itself from any deals he concludes should 
American public opinion view a settlement of B- 1 as 
violating US policy, the analyst said. 

Washington's stand, repeated since the release 
list month of Robert Polhill and Frank Reed, is that 
it will not negotiate with Iran over hostages. 

Both Iran and the United States denied the small 
claims deal, announced after almost a yedr of talks 
between Sofaer and Eftekar-Jaromi, had any link 
with the release of Reed and Polhill.

Iran, EEC 
to hold 
talks on 
hostages 

BRUSSELS, May M, (Agencies): 
An Iranian delegation will meet in 
Dublin next week with European 
Economic Community represen- 
tatives to discuss Middle East hos- 
tages and other issues, officials said 
yesterday. 

The meeting next Wednesday at 
Dublin castle, billed as a chance to 
improve rela lions strained by the Sal- 
man Rushdie affair, win take place 
during a meeting of political direc- 
tors of the 12 EEC nations. 

The Iranian delegation will meet a 
'troika' comprised of political direc- 
tors from France, Ireland and Italy 
— the past, present and future hol- 
ders of the rotating EEC presidency. 

The meeting was requested by the 
Iranians and the overture was accep- 
ted by Irish Foreign Minister Gerard 
Collins, said a spokesman for the 
Irish EEC presidency. 

“Hostages from the EEC coun- 
tries would certainly be on the 
agenda," the spokesman said. 

Westerners abducted and believed 
held hostage in the Middle East — in 
addition to Americans — include 
residents of Britain, Belgium, Ireland 
and Italy, all EEC members. 

The recent release of Americans 
Robert Polhill and Frank Reed has 
increased pressure on European 
governments to win release of their 
captives. The Belgium government 
has been negotiating feverishly, and 
British Foreign Secretary Douglas 
Hurd said this. week that direct talks 
with Iran could not be ruled out. 

The British hostages include Terry 
Waite, envoy of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who was abducted in 
January 1987 while negotiating the 
release of Western captives. 

“Nothing should be read into the 
fact that next week's meeting is with 
the EEC political directors and not 
the foreign ministers," said the Irish 
spokesman. ‘The meeting with the 
Iranians wiQ beheld on the fringes of 
the political directors' meetings, 
whch was already scheduled for next 
Tuesday and Wednesday in Dublin." 

He pointed out that Ireland’s 
foreign minister met bilaterally last 
month with his Iranian counterpart 
at the United Nations in New York. 

Diplomatic relations between Iran 
and Britain were severed after the late 
Iranian leader Ayatollah Khomeini 
said British author Salman Rushdie 
should be killed for writing ‘The 
Satanic Verses,’ a novel. Relations 
between Iran and other EEC coun- 
tries were also strained by the 
incident. 

“The meeting will discuss EEC- 
Iran affairs," the Irish spokesman 
said. “After the Salman Rushdie 
affair, the heads of delegations were 
withdrawn from Iran for about a 
month from each EEC country. 
There does seem to be a development 
in Iranian affairs toward opening 
relations with the West." 

The political directors of the three 
EEC countries, all senior foreign 
ministry officials, are Padraig Mur- 
phy of Ireland, Bertrand Dufourcq 
of France and Enzo Perlot of Italy. 

UK's Foreign Secretary Douglas 
Hurd said yesterday that direct talks 
with Iran to secure the release of 
British hostages were possible if they 
were likely to produce results. 

“I do not rule out the possibility of 
direct talks if we felt that they were 
likely to produce results. But the res- 
toration of diplomatic relations ... is 
certainly not a matter for us alone," 
Hurd said during question timein the 
House of Commons. 

“We shall do everything we can to 
bring about the release of all the hos- 
tages — short of making concessions 
or striking bargains with those who 
hold them — because we warn a safer 

world not a more dangerous one." he 
said. 

Hurd acknowledged the role 
played by Syria in Reed's release but 
added: “We broke with Syria in 1 986 
on the issue of state-supported 
terrorism — an issue that remains 
unresolved. 

“We have had indirect talks with 
them since then on behalf of the hos- 
tages.” 

II Iranian Charge D’AfFaires 
Mohammad Jawad Za. mania n yes- 
terday called for the release of “our 
hostages and all the hostages." 

The recently appointed Zaman- 
ian, who has been visiting Lebanese 
leaders to introduce himself, made 
the remark after meeting in Sidon 
with various leaders and politicians. 

“As you know we also were the 
victims of abduction.

KUWAIT. May 11, (Opecna): Marine pollution 
experts and representatives of the eight Gulf littoral 
states ended a three-day meeting here yesterday 
which was held to evaluate the progress of work on 
clearingGulf waters of war-related and other wreck- 
age. 

The fourth session of the Regional Organisation 
for the Protection of Marine Environment (Ropme) 
focussed on ofTers made by several international 
companies and ecologists on the best means of 
clearing Gulf waters of submerged objects and 
pollutants. 

Ropme consists of the six Opec member states of 
Iran. Iraq, Kuwait, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and the 


United Arab Emirates, along with non-Opec

Dr Badriya Al Awadi of Kuwait, Ropme's tech- 
nical and administrative affairs co-ordinator, said 
the meeting would update information and data on 
the location of sunken objects and probe efforts 
made since the last session to lift them.

They are attracted to the 
arid environment where average 
yearly rainfall is low and 
sporadic, and usually limited to 
tne spring season. 

The locusts breed after the 
heavy spring rains and can 
mature in two to four weeks. 

Ou ibreaks generally occur on the 
borders of highland areas where 
run-off provides favourable 
breeding sites.

As common as a jacket 

Rifles, daggers mark 
of manhood in Yemen 


NORTH YEMEN, May 11, (Reuter): In the 
rugged highlands of North Yemen, a Kalash- 
nikov automatic rifle is as much part of a man's 
attire as the curved dagger he wears in his belt 

Visitors to this Arabian peninsula country, 
on the verge of uniting with socialist South 
Yemen, are often startled by the abundance of 
weapons in a society which has only recently 
shaken off feudal values. 

In towns and villages across the country, no 
self-respecting Yemeni over the age of 1 4 would 
dream of being caught on the street without his 
jambiya (Yemeni dagger) attached' to an 
embroidered belt. 

“We don’t use them for fighting — it’s very : 
important for every person to carry one 
because it shows he is a Yemeni,” Mohammed, 
a 23-year-old tailor from the capital Sanaa, 
explained. 

In areas north of Sanaa, automatic rifles and 
old-fashioned muskets are just as common 
attire for the mountain men. Hotels frequented 
by nervous tourists often display placards read- 


ing; Absolutely no weapons allowed. 

“It’s natural For me to wear it, just as it is for 
you to wear your jacket," said Shadaad, a 


tribesman from Saada, in the north of the 
country. 

Shadaad says he only fires his gun at wed- 
dings. Eids (Muslim festivals) and other special 
occasions. 

Disputes 

The crack of gunshot often echoes across 
rooftops on these occasions as Yemenis shoot 
into the air to celebrate. 

Tribesmen working in Sanaa still flock home 
to their mountain villages tojoin an exuberant 
dance called “bara” (brialhance) performed 
with guns and daggers at traditional Eid 
celebrations. 

•Despite all the weapons, crime in this con- 
servative Muslim society is rare. 

But disputes between the northern tribes- 
men, who consider themselves independent 
from the central government, are still common 


over such vital issues as water and trading 
rights. 

They also sometimes clash with government 
troops . trying to clamp down on smuggling 
across the border with Saudi Arabia. 

A common way of getting the government's 
attention on a particular issue is for tribesmen 
to hijack vehicles belonging to tourist compan- 
ies or oil company executives, diplomats say, 

Industry sources say some firms lose one 
vehicle every week. 

But the cars are usually returned, after a 
period of negotiations with the authorities. 

"Hijacking a car is a way of getting attention 

1 it means they want to getsome thing from the 
government, like a school, a medical clinic or a 
new water system.” one diplomat said. 

The government has been urging Yemenis to 
lay down their weaponsandsomehavedoneso. . 

But one of the country's top tribal chiefs — 
Sheikh Abdullah Bin Hussein Al Ahmar — said 
last month tribesmen should retain the 
traditional right to carry weapons after the 
country unites with South Yemen. 

“There is no contradiction between tribalism 
and the slate,” said Ahmar, who is chief of the 
Hashid tribe confederation. Diplomats say 
Ahmar has a private army of at least 25,000. 

The weapons enter the country through 
porous borders, sometimes shipped through 
the Arabian Sea port of Aden in South Yemen, 
sometimes through North Yemen's Red Sea 
port ofHodeidah and even by land across Saudi 
Arabia, diplomats say. 

SuqAlTalh— once a renowned arms market . 
a few km (miles) north of Saada — has ali hut 
disappeared in the past few years after moves by 
the government to close it down. 

But visitors can still buy Soviet- or Chinese- 
made Kalashnikovs or pistols, US-made M- 
16s, along with a wide array of silver jewellery 
and daggers from vendors crouched in metal 
shacks at a corner of the market. 

Diplomats say other arms markets have since 
sprung up, notably in Jihanah 30 km (19 miles) 
east of Sanaa.

“The Saudi policy to diversify 
income resources has taken into 
consideration that oil is a 
d epic table natural resource and 
that the kingdom should utilise 
its oil revenues to set up infras- 
tructures for industrial and 
agricultural sectors and not to 
depend on oil as a key income 
resource,” it states. 


Commenting on the applica- 
tion of the present ministerial 
decision relating to residence 
permits ( 1 5 months old).Thamer 
said that the decision concerns 
the organisation of labour and 
aims at achieving goals.

"This 
shows that we seek to stabilise 
manpower and do not import 
workers we do not need or who 
have no jobs in Kuwait because 
this will cause problems in the 
future”, he said. 

He pointed out that the minis- 
try has facilitated procedures at 
the labour depaartmenis. The 
formalities of renewing or can- 
celling work permits as well as 
issuing work permits for the first 
time are now being achieved in 
one day. 



Aids scare in Bahrain

Saline plants suitable 
as fodder: Abdul 

- A SENIOR official at the arid land fanning department at the Kuwait 
Institute for Scientific Research (Kisr) Dr Mandi Abdul has said that 
--salMeplgpiyarestriiaMr^dbd fl era^ value. 

■. He told&local daily that tfte oil extracted from these plants can be 
used in different types of food used by man and that the discarded 
remainder of these plants can be us«l as rations for poultry and 
ruminants in general. 

Over and above, these plants can be used to increase the stretch of 
vegetation in Kuwait and also ornamental plants at low cost compared 
to other types of plants. 

Abdul said that thesdentificresults of this plants have shown that the 
productivity per hectare reach 1 5 tons of dry fodder and one and a half 
tons of high-protein seeds. 

He said that the planting of 10,000 hectares with Salikomia in a place 
with similar climate conditions as in Kuwait can feed 200,000 people 
and that the protein-rich plants fodder can be used as rations to feed 
three quarters of a million chickens. 

Harvest can be reaped in seven months and that this type of crop is 
considered an annual crop, where the grains are gathered to extract 
their oil and the remainder is used as fodder for cattle, the official said. 

He said that Kisr grew this crop in two seasons and initial informa- 
tion was gathered about the growth rate in sandy lands, and the results 
proved that this type of crop was suitable for growth in Kuwaiti climatic 
conditions

SAN JOSE. Costa Rica. ( AP): Centra! America has achieved neither 



Arias, who end his four-year presidential term last week and hands 
the presidency to Rafael Calderon, wants to see the istbumus 
demilitarized and its 28 million people achieve full human and political 
rights in this decade. 

His departure marks the symbolic end of the group of five presidents 
who set a region embroiled in wars on a path toward peace. Arias won 
the 1 987 Nobel peace prize for leading the effort. 

Former president Jose Napoleon Duarte of El Salvador died of 
cancer Feb 23. Jose Azcona Hoyo of Handuras left office in January , 

upset loss to V^etta Bamosde Chamorro. 

The fifth signer of the peace plan, Vinitio Cerezo of Guatemala, is 
scheduled to leave office in January 1991 alter elections later this year. 

Replaced 

In a region known for coups and revolutions, all the live have been or 
are being replaced peacefully, through free elections. 

Arias warns that the movement toward peace in Central America 
could be erased unless economic development accompanies 
democratization. 

“It will not be possible to consolidate the democracies that have 
emerged in Central America unless we're successful in the economic 
and social fields." he said i p an interview. ‘This is the great challenge. If 
the democracies don't deliver the goods, we will not end the decade with 
democratic regimes.** 

Rodrigo Madrigal Nieto, his foreign minister,' said in a separate 
interview “If a person lives in misery, liberty looses its meaning.” 

Costa Rica is relatively prosperous, but misery abounds in the four 
other nations between it and Mexico. 

Statistics of life expectancy, infant mortality , literacy and access to 
potable water make it clear the region is one of the world's most 
desperate. 

Arias sees his country, the area's showcase of civic culture, as a model 
for the others. Costa Rica abolished its armed forces 4 1 years ago and 
has lived in peace and democracy since. 

“The decade of the ’90s must be the decade of disarmament if wewanl 
greater development." he said. “Costa Rica buys tractors while the rest 
of Central America buys tanks. Tractors produce food. Tanks do noL 

“The gap betweent the rich northern nations and the poor southern 
ones continues to widen. Rich countries' commitments to poor coun- 
tries are not increasing, so we must depend more on internal savings. 
We must dedicate our resources to the statisfaction of our peoples’ 
needs and not to buying arms.'' 

Peace plan 

The five presidents' peace plan, known as Esquipulas II for the 
Guatemalan town where it was made final in 1987, faces its biggest 
remaining hurdle in El Salvador, where a 10-year-old civil war contin- 
ues to claim lives and spread destruction. 

Leftist rebels and representatives of President Alfredo Cbrisriani's 
U S-backed government are to resume peace talks this month. Negotia- 
tions broke ofTIate last year after two fruitless sessions. 

Rebel leaders say they want to abandon armed struggle for political 
action, but also accuse CristianTs government of serving as a civilian 
facade for a military regime that grossly violates human rights. 

1 nsurgent demands include a purge of human rights abusers from the 
armed forces, and reform of the judicial and electoral systems. 

Arias and Foreign Minister Madrigal say recent changes in Eastern 
Europe and, as Arias put it, “the end of the cold war," make this a 
propitious time for the Salvadorean talks. 

Neither the government nor rebel appears to have substantially 
modified positions that led to stalemate last year, however. 

Moving Nicaragua's election, originally scheduled for autumn to 
February and an internal agreement to end its civil war are the firmest 
results of the Arias plan so far. 

Disband 

A pact signed by US-backed Contra rebels, the Sandinista army. 
Chamorro's anti-Sandinista government commits the Contras to dis- 
band by June 10, but peace is not assured. 

Several thousands Contras are assembled in five internationally 
monitored security zones inside Nicaragua. 

Contra commanders have made lough demands of Mrs Chamorro, 
principally that Sandinistas be purged from ranking positions irr the 
army and police. 

One of Honduras' great burdens was eased in April when thousands 
of Contras based there for years abandoned their camps and returned 
to Nicaragua, but consolidation of democracy in both Honduras and 
Guatemala is proving slow and difficult. 

Their armed forces have far more political power than would be 
tolerated in true democracies. Corruption and drug trafficking 
threaten to undermine progress toward modem democratic systems. 

“We cannot say the peace plan has been a success, that peace and 
democracy have been established," Madrigal said, “but we have made 
notable advances and I see a new attitude that favours further 
progress." 

He spoke of the other countries, where dictatorships were the norm 
for most of this century . as advancing along a sort of democracy scale. 

“Before, they were at zero." he said. “Now they are at 10 or 15. 
They’re far from 100, but it is inevitable that they will continue to 
advance — some in the short term; other will take longer.*'

SPD win confirms support 


EAST BERLIN, (Reuter): With German unifica- 
tion firmly on course. East Germans used both local 
elections to issue a warning to ruling parties and 
boost citizens' groups, diplomats say. 

Prime Minister Lotbar de Maiziere's Christian 
Democrats (CDU), the Social Democrats (SPD) 
and the once omnipotent but now humbled com- 
munists (PDS) finished first, second and third in 
Sunday's voting just as they did in parliamentary 
elections in March. 

The confirmation of the CDU and SPD, partners 
in a coalition government, as East Germany’s two 
strongest parties pointed to widespread basic accep- 
tance of De Maiziere's agenda for swift union with 
West Germany. 

But the CDU slumped from 40.8 per cent in 
March to 34.3 per cent this weekend and the SDP 
from 21 .9 to 2 1 .2 per cent, while support for grass- 
roots groups and independents soared from less 
than two percent to over 12. 

Protest 

“It was not a true protest vote because the com- 
munists, who would brake the unity process, lost 
votes as well (from 16.4 to 14.5 per cent), said a 
Western diplomat 

“People didn't give the grassroots groups a 
chance In the March elections because it was too 
risky — they would have slowed down unity too. But 
now it's decided, people are giving the grassroots a 
chance to make an impact.” 

While East Germans overwhelmingly look for- 
ward to saving the spending the robust deuts- 
chemark when economic union takes effect in July, 
they worry increasingly about free market problems 
like inflation and unemployment 

As a result, citizens’ movements and indepen- 
dents campaigned to tem p er capitalism’s hard edges 
where they will be most keenly felt — at local level. 

For example, groups like New Forum stood for 
preserving state-funded day care centres, which 
many East Germans fear the main parties could 
sacrifice to Bonn's free market policies. 

A fledgling fanners’ movement attracted almost 
two percent of the vote by articulating anger over an 
influx ofWest German produce pushing local crops 
out of the market Farmers have blockaded border 
crossings in protest 

rplmg!706 Many fanners also fear being dispos- 
sessed of plots given them under communist 
agrarian reform decades ago but now being claimed 
by former landowners in west Germany. 

“Theshowing showing ofthefanners' groups and 
the resurgence of the Farmers Party (DBD) shows 
how fanners do not trust the main parties to 
preserve their tenures to land,” said another Wes- 
tern diplomat. 

The DBD was originally one of four small parties 
subservient to the communists under the old system. 

“They worry that the junkers are coming back." 
he said, referring to aristocratic landowners whose 
estates covered northeastern Germany until the end 
of World War II. 

The CDU may have overcome worries by some 
voters over a strictly limited conversion of weak 
East German marks for deutschemarks at parity 
agreed in unity talks with Bonn.

since the only grouping strong enough to offer an 
alternative to the coalition programme, the com- 
munists, also lost votes.

Bloody battles feared in Liberia 


MONROVIA. (Reuter): Government forces and 
rebels fighting to overthrow President Samuel Doe 
are squaring up for what Liberians fear will be a 
bloody battle for the West African state founded by 
fired American slaves in the early 1 9th century. 

From his fortress-like executive mansion m the 
capital Monrovia, Doe has despatched envoys to 
buy arms to replace those his troops lost to the rebels, 
who in December launched a bigpush into northeast 
Liberia from Ivory Coast. 

The government gave no casualty figures after the 
fighting, but hundreds are believed to have been 
killed on both sides. 

Some 270,000 people, more than a tenth of 
Liberia's population. lied to Guinea and Ivory 
Coast and 20.000 fled to other parts of the country. 

Tour 

During a whirlwind tour of sympathetic West 
African capitals this week Doe accused Ivory Coast 
of “destabilising" his country and aiding rebel 
leader Charles Taylor, a charge Ivory Coast denied. 

Tension in Monrovia soared after Doe issued an 
ultimatum on April 25 vowing to crush the rebels if 
they did not surrender within two weeks. The 
deadline passed unheeded. 

Then in Nigeria's capital Lagos, Doe challenged 
Taylor, a former associate who fled corruption 
charges, to a showdown in the capital, but made tight 
of any threat to his government. 

"If you see me here today, it means the situation 
back home is quite normal,” he said. 


Taylor boasts of his plans to Western reporters, 
but has been silent about who is backing and bank- 
rolling his rebellion and has given scant insight into 
how his rulewould differ from that of Doe’s govern- 
ment. 

Vowed 

He has vowed to take Monrovia and already 
controls large portions of the country. Travellers 
report the rebels are now 130 km (80 miles) east of 
Monrovia and only half that distance from the main 
airport. 

In late April, many European countries and 
United Nations agencies evacuated staff and 
citizens. 

Fighting has died down in the two weeks since the 
rebels drove south out of Nimba County through 
rubber plantations towards the Atlantic coast and 
Liberia's second port Buchanan. 

But an atmosphere of fea r and suspicion reigns in 
Monrovia, a port of 500,000 people named for US 
president James Monroe who in the 1820s helped 
send freed American slaves there to establish a 
settlement. 

“It looks like the lull before the storm," one 
Monrovia resident. "People arc tired. We just want 
the rebels to get it over with and let us be." 

Taylor's force started as a tin y Lrbvan-trained 
core but army repression and killing of civilians in 
Nimba swelled his ranks with thousands of men 
from the region’s Gio tribe. 


Doe's critics say his staunchly pro-Western 
regime has been characterised by repression of the 
outspoken press, student unrest, human rights 
abuses and steady economic decline. 

Now Doe, who toppled a ruling elite descended 
from the slave settlers in a bloody coup in 1980, arid 
who has survived at least three other coup attempts, 
looks set for a final fight. 

Troops of his own’minority Krahn tribe and an 
Israeli trained anti-terrorist squad protect his man- 
sion. Residents say arms have arrived from Taiwan 
and in an aircraft bearing Romanian markings. 

Diplomatic and military sources outside Liberia 
said Doc has recruited more than 3,000 youngsters 
into the army which stood at just over 5,000 before 
the rebellion. Some have been thrown into battle 
after only a few weeks training. 

Details of the rebels’ strength are sketchy but 
military sources and diplomats in Ivory Coast 
estimate there are 1,000 men in the rubber estates 
north of Buchanan, 1 ,000 in Nimba and about 3,000 
in training. 

Besides captured weapons, the rebels have Soviet 
assault rifles and mortars, rocket-propelled gren- 
ades and commercial CB radios. They have captured 
three armoured personnel carriers. 

The sources said the rebels lack ammunition and 
differences between Taylor and his commanders 
seemed to have slowed them up.

Corrupt communication 

SIR: One can understand and completely agree with 
Iqbal Laur s letter of April 29 concerning a Reuter 
report on a failed ship launch in Pakistan. Only the 
most fractious of people would disagree the Hon was 
insensitive, crass and cheap. Nor would he find much 
disagreement wiui his observations on the moral res- 
ponsibilities of journalists. 

However, he would do well lo note two warnings. 

The first concerns a so-called 'new information 
order.' j dangerous sounding phrase to the ears of 
reasoning men. This idea creates several obvious com- 
mon sense questions: 

Who creates the new order? And how are they to be 


made democratically responsible to the entire planet? 
Who decides information priorities? Howisaright-of- 
rcply established? Who owns media outlets and how is 
ownership decided? How would a new order be made 
any more “sensitive" or “objective*' than existing. 

None of these questions are new. They and a myriad 
others ha vc existed si nee the da wn o f mass comm unica- 
tions, the advent of global saiellbe networks makes 
acceptable answers even more imperative. One has 
only to view the appalling example of America’s CNN 
TVpropaganda slop-bucket to see the dangers. 

The second warning concerns the grave dangers of 
self-righteousness, for it so happens many non- Wes- 
tern nations are guilty of Lbe same narrow world views 
in their own media, tr Latif has any doubts in this 
matter he need look no further than the local news- 
papers editorial of April 29. This was tilled ‘Of Prisons 
and Pipes' and can only be charitaNy described as 
thinly-disguised gloating at present circumstances in 
Britain. Doubtless the author would protest he too was 
only commenting on news. 

Forwhat itis worth, i here are many Britons who love 
their country (and I am one) and who loathe the way wc 
have been deliberately divided and certain areas driven 
to near impoverishment because they disagreed with 
the ruling clique. There is no reason lo gloat when a 
oncc-gemJe tolerant nation becomes a littcr-strcwn 
authoritarian rat-hole. Decent men everywhere should 
be sad at the spectacle. But the local newspaper has 
shown precious little inclination over the years to find 
out what was happen ingin our cou ntiy and why. These 
are the very journalist qualities Latif so rightly com- 
plains are lack ing in the offending Reuter report, alheii 
at a relatively trivial level. 

It might also be noted that nobody at Reuter forced 
the item to appear. That was the decision of the local 


newspaper’s editorial staff. 

Latif is to be congratulated on his obvious sense of 
democratic values and human decency. More power to 
his elbow. However, these admirable qualities are not 
the sole province of any individual, society, nation, 
race, religion, politics or East or West. They require 
careful cultivation by all reasoning humanity. In this 
respect to know the Western media Iks to Westerners 
about their circumstances at least as much as it does to 
Easterners about theirs. He need only study the lives of 
Randolph Hearst, Lord Beaverbrook, Rupert Mur- 
doch and Josef Gocbbels to verify this. 

If the twenty-first century is needed to become the 
long forecast “Century of the East" this simple truth 
needs to be kept in mind: Communications corruption 
is not limited to the West and in many ways it is more 
evil and debilitating to developing nations than even 
financial corruption. Easterners have borne the brunt 
of Western media crassmess, lies and censorship long 
enough to know two wrongs do not make a right. 

Decent men everywhere will applaud Lauf s sen- 
timents and quite justifiable outrage. But (if no; 
already seen) he might usefully view two great cin- 
ematic works of art. ‘Citizen Kane* and ' (98*i\ Both of 
them sound warnings in ways far more elegant than 1 
do.

Angola's Marxist President Jose Eduardodos Santos 
on Thursday refused co start direct talks with US- 
backed rebel leader Joan Savimbi. 

His refusal followed the firstlow-level exploratory 
talks between Angolan rivals in Portugal, which 
diplomats said underlined the distance between 
government and rebels. 

“The Angolan, problem is very deep, intractable 
and ethnically based,” said one Western diplomat in 
Harare. “Hopefully we’re now moving dose to a 
solution but it's still some way ahead.” 

Setback 

The latest setback comes 17 months after a peace 
accord signed in New York Unking the end oTSouth 
Africa’s presence in' neighbouring Namibia with the 
pullout of Cuban troops from Angola. Pretoria also 
stopped aid to Angolan rebels. 

The New York accord raised hopes that the civil 
war which has raged in Angola since independence 
from Portugal in 1975 could also be sorted out 
quickly. But these hopes have not been fulfilled. 

Diplomats put much of the blame for the delays in 
finding peace on a bungled peace initiative by eight 
African nations, mediated by Zairean President 
Mobutu SeseSeko. 

Traditional hostility between Angolans of the 
south, Savimbfs stronghold, and the rest of the 
countiyhast^n^uiHied tbe difficulties, they say. 

So Have a government offensive in the southern 
war zone, which started m December, and guerrilla 
reprisals in thenorth of the country. Neither side has 
made derisive gains and diplomats say a military 
stalemate has now been reached.

RIGA, Latvia, USSR, (UPI): Latvia, the last of the 
thred Baltic republics to declare independence, may 
prove to be the tortoise that beat the bare on its slow 
path to freedom from Sovit rule. 

"The “Baltic sister”, as nationalists in Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania like lo refer to the tiny states 
annexed by the Soviet Union in 1940, pay a lot of lip 
service these days to mutual support, co-operation 
and other fine forms of solidarity. 

But if they had really wanted to make a united 
stand against Moscow, the Baltic republics would 
haveworked it all oulabeadoftime and passed a joint 
declaration of independence on the same day. That 
would have been something. 

Proclamation 

Instead, the proclamations from Vilnius, Tallinn 
and Riga over the past right weeks show that each 
republic has its own history, its own problems, its 
own ethnic mix — and its own ideas about bow to 
break free from a half Century of Soviet rule. 

Unlike Lithuania’s unilateral act of March 1 1 , the 
independence declaration approved by the Latvian 
Parliament Friday provides for a transition period 
toward final secession from the Soviet Union. 

. And the Latvian deputies did not, as their Estonian 
counterparts did in ft March 30 proclamation, 
declare Soviet laws mill and void on the territory of 
the republic. 

"The main thing now is to co-ordinate our action 
with the constitution of the USSR,” newly re-elected 
Latvian President AnatoHjs Gorbunovs told repor- 
ters alter his Parliament passed its independence 
declaration. 

That kind of moderate approach to Moscow will 
be noticed by Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev, 
who may above all else value the political astuteness 
that lies behind h.

The bill included a 36,000- 
rupee (1,675-US dollar) charge 
for a smuggler to carry eight 
French-made machine-guns to 
Srinagar, the summer capital of 
Jammu -Kashmir and the centre 
of the secessionist movement.

US fears repercussions 

Clash over Kashmir 


WASHINGTON, May II, (Reuter): The United 
States has more than the peaceof South Asia in mind 
as it urges Pakistan and India to cool their poten- 
tially warlike confrontation over Kashmir. It fears 
the dispute could suck in both Moscow and Beijing. 

Foreign policy analysts say an Indo-Pakistani 
war over the Himalayan country bordering China 
could force the superpowers to take sides, with 
Washington backing its old ally Pakistan and Mos- 
cow supporting longtime aid-recipient India. 

“The last thing one would want is to have us 
choosing up sides in the (South Asia) region.” said 
Thomas Thornton, an Asia specialist at Johns 
Hopkins University. 

Two-thirds of prraoniinantly Muslim Kashmiris 
controlled by majority Hindu India, and one-third 
by Muslim Pakistan, ft has been a thorn in relations 
between them since they gained independence in 
1947. 

An uprising since mid-January in India's portion, 
known as Jammu and Kashmir, has killed about 300 
people and fanned fears of a fourth war. 

The obvious conclusion is that this sort of proxy 
showdown — familiar in cold war conflicts from 
Southeast Asia to Latin America — is the last thing 
the United States and the Soviet Union want as they 
build on a growing rapport and try to create a new 
power balance in Europe. 

The simmering secessionist movement in Ka$h- 
.znrr, India’s only Muslim-majority state, ignited 
violence in January and prompted a crackdown by 
Delhi. 

At least 13 people have been killed in recent 
dashes between Indian security forces and Muslim 
miEiahts along thc.border between India and Pakis-

The United Stales, a major supplier of arms to 
Pakistan, is deeply worried by the increasingly hos- 
tile war of words between the two countries. 

India accuses Pakistan of arming Kashmiri 
militants, and is accused in return of robbing the 
Kashmiri people of the right to self-determination. 

Selig Harrison, of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, said the United Slates should 
suspend arms sales to Pakistan until fee conflict has 
been resolved. 

He argues that India, as a democratic power in the 
region with the world's fourth-largest army, is more 
important strategically to the United Slates than 
Pakistan. 

“We cannot afford lo alienate India," he said. 

The United States has been allied with Pakistan as 
a pro-Western bulwark in South Asia since it was 
created, but military links between them strength- 
ened when Pakistan helped funnel US arms to the 
mujahedecn rebels fighting Soviet troops in Afghan- 
istan in the 1980s. 

The Soviet Union has been a major supplier of 
arms to India and traditionally had closer political 
and diplomatic ties than Washington. 

US-lndian relations, chilly for years, only started 
to warm up in the mid-1980s. 

Muslim militants in Jammu and Kashmir want 
either to form a separate country or join with 
Pakistan. 

US officials believe both nations want to avoid 
another clash over Kashmir. But some US experts 
fear the tensions are aggravated by a perception that 
each country has a politically weak government — 
under Prime Minister Benazir Bhuttp in Pakistan.

Still pending are the cases arising from the 
deaths of 259 passengers and crew. Podhurst 
said.

A Pan Am spokeswoman confirmed that 
a settlement bad been reached, but said 
secrecy was part or the terms of agreement.

Nasa waits 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Honda, May II, 
(Reuter): No pictures have yet been 
produced by the 52.5 billion Hubble space 
telescope, heralded as the biggest advance in 
astronomy for four centuries when it was 
placed in orbit last month. 

Bui US scientists, undaunted by a surpris- 
ing spate of breakdowns in communications 
and alignment, say it is working as well as it 
should.

India rejects talks 


BAHRAIN, May 1 1, (Reuter): 
South Yemen devalued its dinar 
by 24 per cent on Thursday and 
Gulf-based bankers said this 
effectively merged it with North 
Yemen's riyal, taking the two 
countries closer to a common 
currency. 

Central Bank officials in Aden 
told Reuters the mew exchange 
rate would be fixed at 0.461 dinars 
to the US dollar compared with 
the previous rate of 0-350. 

North and South Yemen, which 
are on the verge of uniting, last 
week set a parity of 26 riyals to the 
dinar and declared their curren- 
cies legal tender in either state. 

The official exchange rate for 
the North Yemeni currency is 12 
riyals to the dollar following a 
February devaluation. 

Bankers said the South Yemeni 
devaluation brought the dinar, 
which was overpriced, back into 
line with the riyal and made the 
two countries compatible. 

“Essentially, they have merged 
their currencies, at least with res- 
pect to the outside world," one 
Gulf-based banker said. 

“If they can maintain their 
exchange rates with respect to the 
dollar, they have achieved their 
goal to all practical purposes — 
it's as if they have a common 
currency with the same purchas- 
ing power," he said. 

North Yemen’s Foreign Mlni- 
stet Abdid^KarinirAl Iryani told 
Renters last week- that after set- 
4hig , jltri(y befatennhe two 
currencies. North and Sooth 
Yemen would choose one of the 
two for government salaries and 
transactions. 

It wonld become the main 
currency until eventually a new 
currency was established for the 
two countries, which are due to 
unite by the end of May, six mon- 
ths ahead of schedule. 

The central banks of both coun- 
tries are also due to merge over a 
2-1(2 year transition period for 
the new state. 

Bankers said the riyal, which is 
traded to a limited extent ontade 
North Yemen, would probably 
become the main currency. 

The devaluation would hare lit- 
tle impact on the dinar itself 
because like most tightly -restric- 
ted socialist currencies, it was not 
convertible on international 
markets, they said. 

South Yemen, one or the 
world’s poorest countries, has 
recently moved to liberalise its 
previously Marxist-oriented 
economy to prepare for the mer- 
ger with its pro-Western neigh- 
bour. 

North Yemen devalued its riyal 
by 23 per cent in February to 
encourage the flow of remittances 
from Yemenis working abroad 
and narrow a widening gap bet- 
ween its black market and official 
exchange rate, which had reached 
25 per cent. 

Economists said the two rates 
was “too little too late." The dif- 
ferential between the two rates is 
now about 15 per cent. 

Bankers said if ihe United 
Yemen wanted to establish a new 
currency convertible on the free 
market, it would have to devalue 
further to bring it closer to the 
Mack market rate. 

Foreign Minister Iryani said a 
more liberal investment law being 
prepared in the North would also 
apply to South Yemen after the 
merger. The country has already 
liberalised its economic and 
political institutions to prepare for 
the step.

Top business panel sees no US recessio 


NEW YORK, May 1 1. (Kuna): 
A proposed majority investment 
in US-owned DHL worldwide 
express by foreign investors is 
setting the stage for a battle of the 
lucrative international airfreight 
market. 

Three companies — Lufth- 
ansa German Airlines, Japan Air 
Lines and Nissho Iwai Corp, a 
leading Japanese trading com- 
pany — have confirmed they are 
negotiating to acquire a stake in 
DHL, considered the world's lar- 
gest international delivery com- 
panv. 

Industry analysts say such a 
combination would increase the 
pressure on DHL's competitors. 
Federal Express Co of Memphis, 
Tennessee, and Uni Led Parcel 
Service ("UPS) of Greenwich, 
Connecticut, to expand their 
operations overseas. 

Although officials of the three 
companies confirmed they are 
negotiating a stoke in DHL, they 
declined to elaborate. 

People familiar witb the 
negotiations, said, however, a 
deal was imminent and could 
result in a 60 per cent stake by 
outsiders. The three companies' 
initial investment would amount 
to about $500 million, according 
to reports. 


HOT SPRINGS, Virginia. May 11, 
(Reuter): The US economy should continue 
to expand at a modest pace this year with 
little chance of slipping into a recession, 
according to a report made public today by 
the business council. 

"There is remarkable unanimity,” J.P. 
Morgan and Company chairman Lewis 
Preston told reporters in releasing the report 
by an advisory panel of 19 economists. 

"Not a single one is forecasting a reces- 
sion,” he added. 

The council is made up of 100 chief 


executives of some of the nation’s biggest 
companies and banks. They gather twice a 
year for closed-door meetings with govern- 
ment officials and oneanotherat the homes- 
tead. a resort in die lush green Alleghany 
mountains in Virginia. 

The panel predicts the economy will grow 
at about two per cent Tor the first half of the 
year and by a bit more in the second half. It 
may pick upspeedin 1991, hittingan average 
2.6per cent late next year. 

Gross national product the broadcast 
measure of economic activity, expanded by a 


sluggish i.l per cent in the last quarter of 
1989. 

The economists said about three-quarters 
of the growth this year and next would be 
fuelled by consumer spending. They think 
the Federal Reserve Board should avoid 
raising interest rates to keep innation m 
check. 

The consumer price index surged 8.1 per 
cent in the first three mon ths of 1 990, but the 
economists expected innation to cool con- 
siderably and rise by only 3.3 per cent this 
quarter. 


"They don’t see enough vigour in the 
economy to justify tightening credit," Pres- 
ton said. 

The Morgan Guaranty chairman said be 
took a less rosy view than the council's 
experts. "I'm not as sanguine as our econ- 
omists,*' he said.

But Federal Express reportedly is 
still losing money on its overseas 
business. 


Industry analysts said the companies were alarmed 
about a widespread perception, especially among young 
car buyers, that American models were inferior to impor- 
ted ones, particularly those from Japan. 

There is reason for concern. According to AMCI, an 
auto consultancy in Warren. Michigan. 75 per cent of 
people aged under 45 who bought a new car last yar chose 
an imported modeL 

In some places, public esteem feQ so low that companies 
had to beg consumers to consider their cars. 

TheGM and Chrysler campaigns takedifferemapp roa- 
ches. but make the same basic appeal — give our cars the 
same consideration as importsand you might be pleasantly 
surprised. 

Ford Motor Co — number two — has been stressing the 
quality of its products for nearly a decade with its "quality 
is job one" slogan. But its approach has been more indirect 
and subtle than the overt efforts of its rivals. 

Ford aside, companies have been slow to karn the value 
ofa quality image, perhaps too slow as foreign competitors 


have raced ahead. Japanese cars, once a tiny presence in the 
United States, now command more than a quarter of the 
US market and are beaded higher at the expense of the 
American firms. 

"Way too late in the game they’ve come to realise the 
reality of the situation." said Tim Waogers, an AMCI 
analyst. 


That reality has humbled Detroit, regarded as the 
traditional home of the US car industry, in startling ways. 

Just recently General Motors, considered by many to be 
too proud and insular to acknowledge its problems, tacitly 
admi tied some of its early 1 980s cars might not ha ve been as 
good as they could bave been. 


In one television advert, part of a $40 million "putting 
quality on the road" campaign, a company worker says: 
"GM cars bave a whole new standard of dependability and 
trouble-free performance," implying that previous cars 
bad a lower standard. 

“We realise we aren't there 100 percent," a GM spokes- 
man said of the company's quality goals. 

Chrysler has also hit the airwaves and news pages witb 
the campaign “advantage Chrysler." 

In its adverts, chairman Lee lacocca decries America's 
"interioriiy complex" about its own products, and 
demands that consumers give Chrysler cars a second look, 
insisting they areas good as orbetter than the competition.

Although administration 
aides have asserted that negotia- 
tions to get under way nextTues- 
day would have "no precondi- 
tions,” Bush himself has not yet 
spoken out on whether he will 
accept a tax increase as part ofa 
deficit-cutting package. 

Democratic scepticism toward 
the summit appeared to grow 
after a "senior administration 
official” was quoted in yester- 
day's editions of the Washington 
Post as suggesting die White 
House would reject any attempt 
by Democrats to propose a tax 
increase. 

The official was identified as 
speaking on a plane from Costa 
Rica to Washington with Bar- 
bara Bush and White House 
Chief of Staff John Sununu. The 
official was further described as 
"the main White House link to

Sununu, who is generally 
viewed as Conservatives’ main 
conduit into the White House 
official on Mrs Bush’s plane. 

Other passengers on the plane 
said that Sununu was the 
speaker. 

The official was quoted as say- 
ing: "We’re allowing them 
(Democrats) to bring their good 
arguments for taxes to the table. 

. . . They were not persuasive last 
time and are likely not to be per- 
suasive again.” 

“But if they want to come to 
the table and say they put (tax 
increases) there, it is their 
prerogative to pul them on the 
table, and it’s our prerogative to 
say no. And I emphasise the no.” 

The comments appeared to 
contradict earlier White House 
assertions that no issue would be 
wduded from the negotiations, 
including taxes. 

Fitzwater, while not willing to 
state publicly that the speaker 
was Sununu, said that the official 
was not speaking for the 
President. 

“I speak for the President It’s 
as simple as that,” he declared. 


Rep. Charles Schumer, a New 
York Democrat, said that 
whether the remarks on theplane 
were by "John Sununu or 
someone else, we have a message 
to the whole White House ... 
don’t worry — Democrats will 
not put taxes on the table." 

“After all. it was the White 
House that called the summit, 
the President that called thesum- 
miL It’s up to the President to tell 
us. one, what the crisis is and 
number two, what he intends to 
do about it,” Schumer added. 

Many Democrats have voiced 
suspicion that Bush's call for a 
budget summit was a trap to 
draw them into supporting an 
election-year tax increase. 

White House officials say that 
without action the federal deficit 
could be up to $ 100 billion higher 
than the 564 billion shortfall all- 
owed by law. 

For the fourth time in less than 
a decade, the White House and 
congressional leaders plan an 
extraordinary effort to put the 
US government's financial 
house in order. If past experience 
is any guide, results will be short 
of spectacular. 

Bush and legislators, in an 
attempt to slash the soaring 
federal budget deficit, pledged 
on Wednesday :o take “severe 
action” that could conceivably 
include higher taxes.

Pickens battle to assert ownership 

Toyota denies blocking ads 


TOKYO. May 11. (AP): Toyota 
Motor Corp. doited yesterday that h 
tried to prevent Texas corporate 
raider T. Boone Pickens from placing 
ads in local newspapers in his battle 
to assert ownership rights in a Japan- 
ese company. 

But several ofTokyo's la rgcsl new- 


spapers said they bad he)d up the ads 
and were considering publishing a 


version that omits Toyota’s name. 
"There’s no freedom of speech in 


Japan," said Pickens* lawyer. Kanji 
Ishizumi. “Toyota published an ad in 
a U Spa per saying ‘shut up’ to Pick- 
ens. They were able to enjoy freedom 


of speech in tbe United States but 
Pickens can’t do that here.” 


Pickens issued a statement Wed- 
nesday in TexascJaiming Toyota and 


its powerful advertising agency. 
Dcntsu, were trying to block him 
from publishing the ads in Japan's 
major newspapers. The ads say that 
collusive business practices force 
higher prices on consumers. 

Since last year, Boone Co., a US 
investment firm, has held the largest 
equity stake in Koito Manufacturing 
Co., a majorawomobite pans maker 
doscly linked to Toyota. Japan's lar- 
gest automaker. 

Pickens says his unsuccessful bat- 
tle to gain a seal on Koito ‘s board of . 
directors and exercise leadership in 
the company illustrates bow invest- 
inept opportunities are dosed to 
foreigners in Japan. 

The Pickens ad is addressed lo con- 
sumers, auto parts employees and 


shareholders of Koito, claiming the 
Texan's fight with Koito “could be a 
major step toward freeing Japanese 
consumers from artificially high 
prices, and returning portions of tie 
profits to the companies' investors." 

“It would never, ever happen — 
that Dentsu would pressure tbe 
media not to carry Pickens’ advert- 
isements." said Jhn Sakagudri of 
Toyota's international affairs depar- 
tment. “We have never discussed this 
matin’ with Dcntsa." 

Kdtens' statement said: “Our ads 
were accepted, but we have now been 
told that there won't be any space 
available for several more weeks 
because Toyota’s advertising firm, 
Dentxu, is buying up all available 
space.” 


Fall in land prices could cause Tokyo financial strains 


TOKYO, May II. (AP): Japan, witb some of tbe 
most expensive real estate in the world, could suffer 
economic problems if land prices Fall as history 


indicates they might, the Bank of Japan raid. 

“Experiences abroad suggest that it is important 
to forestall any turbulence which might arise from a 
sudd en change in land prices, in order to maintain a 
safe and sound financial system," The Central Bank 


said in a report. 

Land prices in Tokyo jumped 23.8 per cent in 
1987 and 6S.3 percent in 1988 before the increase 
slowed to less than 2 percent last year, the national 
land agency said. 


Nationwide, land prices soared 17 per cent in 
1 989 after a 2 1.7 rise in 1 988 us speculative inflation 
spread to other Japanese cities. 

The most expensive commercial property in the 
world, in central Tokyo's marURouchi and Ginza 
business districts, was valued at 37.7 million yen 
square metre $23,700 US a square foot). the agency 
said. 

The Bank of Japan said history shows that it is 
wrong to assume land pries will keep climbing and 
never decline. This assumption among corporate 
and individual investors is driving economic 
decisions and poses a risk to the economy, it said. 


The bank railed for legal mod tax reforms to end 
incentives tor property speculation and encourage 
more efficient land use. Meanwhile, it said, finfcn- 
oal instructions should be monitored closely Co 
erasure thar a drop in land pries doesn’t undermine 
tbe value of the currency’.

North’s three-club cue-bid did- 
not necessarily promise control of 
the club suit— it was simply a forc- 
ing bid denoting slam interest. 
South showed a minimum opening 
by passing four clubs, but North 
was unwilling to sell out below five 


hearts. 1 . . . 

Declarer won the opening club 
lead iri dummy, .cashed the king of 
diamonds and drew the outstanding 
rrump. After ruffing the club. South 
returned to hand with a trump, 
cashed the ace of diamonds, dis- 
carding a spade from the table, 
raffed a diamond. That completed 
stripping die dosed hand and dum- 
my of minor-suit cards. 

Since it was quite likely the spade 
honors were split, the way to hold 
your losers in the suit to two is to 
presume spades are . 4-2 and, after 
forcing out the honor in the long 
hand, duck out the other honor. 
Since West had shown out of hearts 
and might have overcalled two no 
trump with 6-5 in the minors, de- 
clarer elecLed to play East for the 
short spades. So South made the 
reasonable play of a spade to the 
queen. West won and returned a 
spade, and the defenders took two 
more tricks- in the suit — down one- 

Reese points out that,- if the suit is 
4-2, declarer need not guess who 
has the long spades. Declarer should 
simply play a low spade from both 
hands when first broaching the suit. 
The defenders can take one more 
spade,' but must then concede the 
game by yielding a ruff-and-sluff, . 
allowing declarer to discard a losing 
spade from one hand while trump- 
ing in the other.

Though there are many hundreds of dif- 
ferent xnedicatioos used to treat disease and iDuess in the 
United States, penicillin is the most common drug causing 
allergic reactions. Perhaps 400 to 900 deaths per year may 
be due to these reactions, and 75 per cent occur in people 
who bad no history of a previous problem. There is no 
evidence of family tendency to these allergic reactions so 
4 yon and the other m embers of yoor family have nothing 
* special to fear. The sensitivity to peniriliin develops most 
. frequently when penicillin has been used in ointments or 
creams, or when treatment with this antibiotic has been 
' giveo for many short periods oTtime. It usually happens in . 
adults between the ages of 20 and 40, but can develop in 
people of aD ages. While a reaction may occur even when 
the medication is taken by mouth, it is more severe and 
happens most frequently when it has been given by injec- 
tion. When the tistory b uncenain, but the possibility of an 
allergy does exist, physicians may either use another 
antibiotic to fight the infection, or in the cases where only 


pepidDm will do. perform a skin test to detect the pos- 
sibility that an allergy exists. There sue several methods 
used to reduce the patients sensitivity to penicillin, by 
starting with very enan doses initially, than gradually

safely. My advice would be that this family member stay 
away from penicillm and obtain a Medic- Akrffjrucelet to 
prevent the chance of ever receiving this medication while 
unable to give a history.

As you reach for 
your over-the-counter medication to combat all the symp- 
toms, perhaps itis time to get to know your medication just 
a bit bitter.

U was 
the same place, the same piano 
and the same music played. Sud- 
denly. the music stopped. 1 was 
surprised. The pianist was head- 
ing towards Erma. He bowed 
and kissed her hand and asked 
her if she would tike to hear the 
well-known song “What your 
mother gave you.” She nodded. 
He played the song. . .

another restaurant but she 
refused saying “I know the days 
gone by won't come back.

It’s no secret, O Kuwaiti, I 
loved the songs even though I did 
not understand the lyrics, which 
had such a profound effect on 
Farouq.

1 am 
plump. 

“I loved Farouq not because 
he was king but because he 
represented the mystique of the 
Orient. I was too young to realise 
the implications of failing in love 
with a king. 

“As I grew older, at 16. the 
dream of becoming a queen 
intrigued me but it was not an 
ambition. As I grew older, I 
became involved in Farouq's cul- 
tural life — opera, theatre, music 
and movies. All this attracted me 
to Farouq...” 

I interrupted her to ask her 
what she felt about Farouq’s 
enormous wealth. It is said that 
Farouq took gold and silver and 
an enormous amount of cash 
with him when he left Egypt. 

She sighed and said: “Believe 
me, O Kuwaiti, Farouq died tike 
a beggar. He did not leave any- 
thing behind. During his last 
days, he sold all his valuables like 
jewellery to meet his daily expen- 
ses. Farouq received a pension of 
$20,000 per month from a Mid- 
dle Eastern personality; he lived 
on this money... 

“He did cany many suitcases 
when le left Egypt. But 1 am told 
they only contained his clothes 
and some jewellery. 

“It is no secret that his wife 
Nariman deserted him three 
months after coming to Italy 
because he was no more a king. 

“Farouq once told me: *1 don't 
know how I was talked into 
marrying her, she was not suita- 
ble for me.’” 

“Farouq saw his children 
frequently and visited them in 
then schools....” 

1 asked her if Farouq received 
any financial assistance from his 
brother, the Shah of Iran. Erma 
retorted: “Farouq disliked the 
Shah of Iran. Fawzia’s divorve 
reflected in the fll-feetings bet- 
ween them. The Shah did not 
send anything to Farouq.” 

She paused reflectively. I took 
out my cigar and lighted it. She 
looked amazed and said: “You 
remind me of Farouq. You tight 
the cigar just tike him!” 

Erma seemed anxious and 
tense and told me: “Don’t worry, 
O Kuwaiti. Let me shed a few 
tears forFarouq. whom I loved 
--ever-returned- ~tO^' ■ -gvgt- <t o.much..My-love for him , 

was above, all personal ambi- 
tion” 

Erma lives in a small bouse she 
bought after becoming an opera 
singer and declined to answer my 
questions about Farouq’s deth- 
ronementa. She said: “I am not a 
politician. He told me how much 
he loved Egypt and the Egyp- 
tians. He subscribed to all Egyp- 
tians newspapers and magazines 
and read everything — good or 
bad — written about turn. He 
listened to Gamal Abdul Nasser. 
But he never commented.” 

At this juncture, my interview 
with Erma came to an end — but 
not for long — as she promised to 
continue her reminiscences 
about the king.

Rubik plans world-wide chain 


BUDAPEST, (Reuter): Remember the Rubik 
cure? Thai infuriating puzzle iwistabte in 
43,252. 003,274. 489. 856,000 different posi- 
tions but never, it seemed, tbe right one. 

. If you weren't one of the 1 50 million who 
bought one after its appearance 16 years ago. 
never mind: its inventor Emo Rubik is relaun- 
ching it as a classic toy. ... 

And if you already have one, you might be 
. imerestedin other mgenwus products designed 
by the former professor of design who has just 
transformed his Rubik Studio from a small co- 
operative info a limited company. 

“The company's character is based on my 
interests,” Rubik, 45, fold Reuters. 

•■That means new original ideas and the 
devetopmemofnewnroducBiiot only iu the toy 
field but in many other areas such as furniture 
and construction — useful things/’ 

The Rubik Studio has a staff of just 39, 
including cleaners. Rubik himself is the chief 

designer. 

Products launched since thestudio was set up 
in 1984 indude two other fiendish puzzks: 
Rubik's Magic and Rubik's clock. Lmed.ro 
the US company Matchbox, they have sold 50 
minion and two million copies respectively. 

But Rubik, son of aircraft designer Emo 
Rubik, makes more than just toys. 

Hs biggest money-earner, he says, is a com- 
mercial display system costing $1,000 a square

Rubik has set up two charitable foundations

One is a' scholarship fund to further the 
studies of potential inventors. The other is the 
Innovation Foundation which helps inventors 
check ideas at an early stage, protect their inven- 
tions legally and find partners to dcvdqp them. 

■ ' “It’s a very unique type of Foundation, not 
just in Hungary,” said Rubik, 


“There are interesting projects under way. 
But the problem is that the task is too big.” 

He is now working with the Hungarian 
Academy of Engineering to set up a new foun- 
dation under his president which will embrace 
his Innovation Foundation. 

“We are lookoing for quality people, the top 
of their field, to help the technical process in 
Hungary and find contacts with other 

academies in other countries, to exchange 
ideas."- 

Rubik, who had daughters aged 12 and two 
anda son of right, has raisted lucrative offers to 
work abroad. 

“There is only one place you can call home. 
And what can I do with !Q0 Mercedes? I have 
achieved what 1 need for myself and my family. 1 
am not working for the money. I’ve got enough. 
I find it more tiring and boring to spnd than to 
earn.” 

But he wants Rubik products constantly 
available world-wide. 

“Our aim is for anybody going to a toyshop 
anywhere in the world to find a corner of Rubik 
products: old ones, new ones, the latest ones,” 
be says. 

And he has long-term plans to set up 
“innovation studios" around the world in cities 
like London, Los Angeles and Tokyo. AH the 
studios would be involved in Rubik-like 
products. 

He finds the essential characteristic or a 
Rubik product hard to define. 

“But I believe there b a meaning. It’s connec- 
ted with originality, cleverness and function- 
ality. Also some kind of styling, some connec- 
tion with geometry and dear design." 

How does Rubik view the emergence in Hun- 
gary since last year of Western-style mufty.

There were virtually no images anywhere of 
noa-whites, with the notable exception of 
images of native Americans, who were viewed 
negativdy. Stem said. 

In books, films and on television, whites were 
portrayed as bravely conquering the West by 
fighting Indians, who were characterised as 
ravages. Store said. 

Toys depicted Indians as comical and chil- 
dlike, whfe reducing their sacred cultural 
materials, such as pipes, tom-toms, tepees and 
headdresses, to the pbythingsof while children. 
Stem raid. 

Only is the wake of the civil Rights 
Movement in the 1960s did multi-ethnic images 
begin to reappear in American toys. Many dif- 
ferent groups — but particularly blacks — were 
shown for, the first time as strong, brave, heroic 
and intelligent. 

There are now black, Hispanic and Asian 
“Barbie” dolls and Gi Joes. There are positive 
ethnic images in video games, computers and 
board games, such as those quizzing children on 
historical figures from different ethnic groups.

‘Bad’ cop sells movie 
rights, to her first novel

HOLLYWOOD. (UPI): Dis- 
credited cop-turned-Colmnbia 
University graduate student 
Kim Wozcncnfl earned $7,000 
last year while completing her 
Master’s thesis. So far this year 
she's madeSl million. 

Instead of writing a series of 
short stories or a treatise on 
Shakespeare's choice of adjec- 
tives for her thesis, Wozencraft 
wrote a novel about her experien- 
ces as an undercover narcotics 
copin Tyler, Texas. 

The novel. Rush was sold to 
Random House. Producers 
Richard and Lili Fini Zanuck 
(Driving Miss Daisy) paid 
Wozencraft the million bucks for 
the screen rights — that’s a 
record. 

Maybe the SI million will help 
Wozencraft put her life back 
together after surviving what the 
Texas Constabulary calls justice. 

Rush is largely autobiogra- 
phical, It tells a horror story of a 
naive 21 -year-old Texas girl who 
joins a suburban police depar- 
menL 

Even before undergoing train- 
ing she is immediately sent 
undercover to buy drugs from 
dope dealers. Shebecomesadrug 
addict in the line of duty, takes 
the rap for superiors in a legal 
trap and ends up serving time in a 
federal penitentiary. 

Is that a great role for Jodie 
Foster or what? 

The amazing thing is that 
Wozencrafl's outrageous and 
mflamatory saga is based on the 
truth. What makes her novel so 
compelling is the hard case 
dialogue of the cops. The palms 


of the drug underworld is sear- 
ingly authentic. 

Now 35 yearsold and inwardly 
still suffering bruises that may 
never disappear, Wozencraft 
only slips into Texas to visit her 
family. Texas LN don’t neces- 
sarily constitute a Wozencraft 
fan club. 

Recently in Hollywood to 
promote Rush, Wozencraft 
expressed gratitude to the Zan- 
ucks and said she would have 
nothing to say about how her 
novel is interpreted in the screen- 
p!ay. 

Nor has she ever imagined any 
actress in the role, saying she 
pictured a young woman much 
like herself —except with blonde 
hair — as theprota^omsl-vicdm. 

Wozencraft is somewhat pale 
with hazel eyes, short brown 
hair, a soft voice and the 
demeanor of a woman who has 
seen too much of the seamy side 
of life. She says she’s bworoe 
hard. 

“I was a writer before I became 
a cop,” she said. “Just poetry and 
stones. I wrote for the school 
newspaper. In this book I leaned 
very heavily on my personal 
experiences as a cop. 

“When I joined the force in 
Tyler I expected to be a patrol 
officer, not a narc. I became a 
drug addict — like so many other 
narcotic cops do — because it 
was necessary to convince the 
dealers. I sometimes had to take 
drugs when a dealer had a gun in 
his hand. 

“If 1 snorted coke or free- 
based, it proved to their satisfac- 
tion that I wasn't the heat 1 
wasn’t a cop. After you do that a 
few times you’re an addict. You 


get booked. 

“I got unhooked years later, 
which is hard to do. But I’m over 
it now. 

“I know narcotics agents who 
have drug problems and get 
booted out the backdoor. It's 
hard work with hard consequen- 
ces. 

“When the police let you go for 
addiction, they don't want to 
hear about it. much less read 
about it in a book.” 

Wozencraft left the Tyler 
Force in 1979 while she was an 
addict She had been a cop not 
quite three years. 

“1 had no idea what I was 
gettinginto,” she said. “My part- 
ner and I were attacked by a guy 
with a shotgun one morning. 
After that we were put into 
protective custody in the depart- 
ment basement for about five 
weeks. 1 could only go out with a 
police escort 

“Then they put us in a safe 
house where 1 began keeping a 
journal, which I continued in 
prison for 13 months of an 18- 
month sentence. 

“I was convicted of violation 
of civil rights and perjury on a 
fictitious case against an alleged 
poniographer. I was only follow- 
ing orders under pressure from 
the bosses. 

“In 19821 was sent to prison in 
Lexington, Kentucky, the old 
narcotics farm. 

“Texas justice has a certain 
reputation. Now I don’t want to 
put myself into a position where 1 
might be pulled over in Texas. 

"I live and work in New York 
City. Ithas its own problems with 
the law, but at least there are 
people there who will listen.”

The Genoa side's first goal 
came 15 minutes into extra time 
after Viaili had squandered a 
series of chances in the goalless 
first 90 minutes which were 
dominated by the Italians. 

Sampdoria substitute midfiel- 
der Fausto Salsano’s tow drive 
from the edge of the area reboun- 
ded off the Far post and Anderle- 
cht goalkeeper Filip de Wilde, 
lying on the ground, failed to get 
hold of the ball which Viaili rolled 
into the net 

Viaili, recently recovered from 
a foot injury, hit again only two 
minutes later, headings beautiful 
cross from team-mate Roberto 
Mandni behind the helpless De 
WUde. 

The victory also strengthened 
Italian hopes of a remarkable 
Grand Slam in this season's 
European competitions, with 
Juventus and Fioremina contest- 
ing the UEFA Cup final and AC 
Milan due to face Portugal's Ben- 
fica in the European Cup final on 
May 24. 

Anderlecht, who have contes- 


ted seven European dub finals 
and who won the Cup Winners' 
Cup in 1976 and 1978, displayed 
little of their superior experience 
in a foul-littered fust 45 minutes. 

Instead it was Viaili and Man- 
ani, Italy’s possible striking duo 
in the World Cup. who time and 
again penetrated the Belgian 
defence. 

Italian international stopper 
Pietro Vierchowod produced a 
low header from a Mandni comer 
kick in the 34ih minute which Dc 
Wilde failed to hold. The ball 
rolled precariously close to the 
goal line and out. 

Two minutes later, Viaili 
created the best chance during 
normal time when he rounded De 
Wilde after a swift counter-attack 
only to see Anderlecht defender 
Guy Marchoul dear off the line. 

Swiss referee Bruno Gaiter 
booked Vialli’s marker Stephen 
Keshi in the 28th minute and 
Sampdoria defenders Amedeo 
Carboni and Moreno Mannini in 
the 35th and 37th respectively, 
both for fouls on Icelandic mid- 
fielder Amor Gudjohnsen. 

Sampdoria, playing at dose to 
full strength with the return of 
libero Luca Pellegrini, main- 
tained the pressure in the second 
half in front of up to 10.000 
increasingly frustrated Italian 
fans who made up almost half of 
the 20,103 crowd. , 

A Mancini back-heel in tbe 
70th minute opened up the often 
slow Belgian defence but Samp- 
doria defender Fausto Pari shot 
weakly into De Wilde's arms.
